WASHINGTON, Oct. 19 (UP) 
—The Government's cost of living 
index rose about 10 per cent in the 
three months ended in mid-Sep- 
tember, the Bureau of Labor Sta- 
tistics reported tonight. 

Preliminary estimates based on 
the BLS survey of consumer prices 
put the Sept. 15 index at 146 per 
cent of the 1935-39 average, a 1% 
per cent increase over the figure 
for Aug. 15 

The bureau reported that the 
September index was up 13 per 
cent from that of a year earlier

VETERANS OCCUPY SENATE 
HALL IN NEW YORK CAPITOL 


Say They Will Stay Till Dewey 
Calls Special Session on 
Housing Crisis. 

ALBANY, N.Y., Oct. 19 (UP)— 
A group of 75 war veterans, part 
of a band of 3000 who marched on 
the state capital demanding a

UEILINGS ON SHOES 
LIKELY TO STAY 
FOR SOME TIME 


Can Be Retained Despite 
Decontrol of Cattle, 
OPA Official Says — 
Shortage Cited. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 19 (AP)— 
Estimating the present shoo 
shortage at 550,000,000 pairs, offi- 
clals emphasized today that price 
céllings will be held on leather 
and footwear as long as possible 
despite the decontrol of livestock. | 

“If we pulled off Gontrole now, 
leather and shoe prices would sky- 
rocket,” an OPA authority told a 


reporter. 
He explained that the controls 


on hides can be retained even 
though the cattle from which they 
come are decontrolled under Pres- 
ident Truman's order. 


OPA frequently has -etained 
eontrols over by-products of com- 
modities when the orginal product 
was freed, Ceilings were retained 
on flour and bread after wheat 
and other bread grains were de- 
controlled. The same is true of 
plastic and other non-edible by- 
products of soybeans. 


The tests on the by-products are 
relationship of supply to demand 
and importance of price to the 
cost of living of business. 


“By-products made from leather 
—particularly shocs—are too im- 
portant to the family budget to be 
released from price control at this 
time,” explained Paul Porter, OPA 
chief, following the White House 
decision to abandon ceilings on 
livestock and meats. 

Porter also noted that hides and 
skins were not an important item 
for profit by packers and slaugh- 
terers. He said that present OPA 
ceilings are sufficient to cover all 
costs of taking off hides, han- 
dling, curing and storing plus a 
margin of profit. ! 

Supplies of hides are expected to 
increase with the expanded flow 
of livestock to markets since price 
controls ended. OPA said, how- 
ever, it would take a long time to 
equal demand because consider- 
able time is required to tan and 
manufacture the hides into shoes 
and other leather goods. 

Much of the present shortage in 
shoes and leather is a hangover 
ffom the war. Most of the good

JEFFERSON CITY, Oct. 19 — 
Political conditions throughout the 
state indicate that the Democratic 
party is confronted with its dark- 
est hour in Missouri since 1928 
when Alfred E. Smith lost the 
state to Herbert Hoover by 171,518. 


The apathy of the voters is more 
pronounced than it has been in 
any campaign in recent years. 
This is true of both Democrats 
and Republicans, but it is particu- 
larly noticeable in the normally 
strong Democratic areas. There 
arc many causes, but all stem 
from postwar conditions. 

The total vote will be small, 
probably less than 1,000,000 and 
possibly less even than the, low 
vote of 923,586 in 1942, the last 
mid-term election in the state. 
About 60 per cent of the vote will 
be in rural Missouri, that part of 
the state exclusive of St. Louis, 
St. Louis county and Jackson 
county (Kansas City). 

This rural area has been Repub- 
lican in the last two elections and 
the present evidence ifs that it will 
be Republican this year by a con- 
siderably heavier majority than in 
1942, when the rural majority was 
8392, and at least as big as it was 
in 1944, when Dewey carried the 
state outside of the metropolitan 
districts by 36,042, 

Rural Margin For Kem. 

If, as appears 
weeks in advance of the election, 
James P. Kem, Republican nomi- 
nee for United States Senator, car- 
ries rural Missouri by nearly 40,- 
000, Senator Frank P. Briggs, 
Democrat, seemingly would run up 
against an insurmountable bar- 
rier, Hé probably would have to 
overcome Kem’s country lead in 
St. Louis to win. Even the most 
optimistic Democrat does not an- 
ticipate that Briggs can carry the 
city by anything like 40,000. In 
fact there ig considerable doubt 
that there will even be a Demo- 
cratic majority in the city. 

Jackson county, including Kan- 
sas City, probably will go for 
Briggs, but any majority he gets 
there likely will be balanced out 
by a Kem majority in, 5t, Louis 
county. In 1942, when there was 
a light vote, Jackson county went 
Democratic by 22,864 and St. Louis 
county went Republican by 20,337.

CPA Drops Bar on Longer Skirts, 
Frills and 3-Piece Women’s Suits 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 19 (AP)— 
Longer skirts, for which women 
generally have been hankering 
since the end of the war, became 
legal today with a suddenness 
that left the trade gasping. 

The Civilian Production Ad- 
ministration dropped all the limi- 
tations on women's clothes—its 
order known as L-85—which it 
imposed originally April .6, 1942, 
with the aim of saving cloth. 

The order originally barred 
three-piece ensembles sold as a 
unit, restricted the length and 
fuliness of skirts, and limited the 
amount of material that could be 
used for sleeves, cuffs, pockets 
ang trimimings. 

The restrictions on trimmings 
were removed earlier this month 
and the CPA announced then that 
some other restrictions also would 
be relaxed. Then it changed its 
mind and insisted the latter would 
be retained, 

As a result of today’s final ac- 
tion? some stores may have three- 
piece ensembles and dresses or 
suits ‘with longer skirts on sale 
Monday morning. 


Manufacturers are reported to 
have produced a number of such

outfits some time ago in the ex- 
pectation that L-85 would be re- 
pealed and to have sold them to 
stores. When the removal of the 
bar was not forthcoming the re- 
tallers had them on their hands. 

The CPA announcement said 
the rescinding of L-85 “should” 
cause no “substantial” change in 
fall or winter styles, nor make 
women's present wardrobes out- 
moded. It noted that “the bulk 
of cutting of garments for fall and 
winter is over and the garments 
are now being finished.” 

There is nothing to prevent a 
manufacturer from producing fall 
and winter styles in the mode for- 
merly prohibited, however, instead 
of waiting for the spring line as 
the CPA apparently intended. 

The order will be revoked of- 
ficially “as soon as formal legal 
action can be taken,” the an- 
nouncement said. A CPA spokes- 
man, Harry Price, said this prob- 
ably will be Monday but it might 
be delayed until Thursday. 

In any event, he _ explained, 
manufacturers and retailers can 
consider 1-85 dead immediately. 
Having announced the action, the 
CPA would take no steps against 
anyone proceeding on that is.

LONDON, Oct. 19 (AP)—Reor- 
ganization of Britain’s lifelines to 
the Orient may include establish- 
ment of military bases on both 
the east and west coasts of Africa 
linked by a 3000-mile super-high- 
way across the continent. 

The shape of this gigantic im- 
perial defense program was out- 
lined today by Whitehall, Colonial 
Office and War Office sources as 
an imposing group of Middle East- 


ern experts and leaders, in both 
military and political fields, gath- 
ered in London for a series of con- 
ferences, 

Behind the planning lay the 
British decision to withdraw from 
Egypt. the projected independence 
of India, the manifold political 
troubles of the Middle East and 
the costly lesson of Word War II 
—that the Mediterranean link is 
far from invulnerable. 

Sites in Nigeria and Kenya. 

Colonial Secretary Arthur Creech 
Jones gave the first clear indica- 
tion of the magnitude of the pro- 
posed reorganization. In an in- 
terview, the new cabinet minister

QUITS JOB, SAYS HE 
WON’T WORK TILL 
PRICES COME DOWN 


When his wife had to pay $1.96 
for a three-pound can of cooking 
fat, Ralph W. Boettcher decided 
he had enough. He went down to 
the Chicago, Burlington & Quincy 
Railroad and quit his $1.22 an 
hour job as a car repairman, That 
was Friday. Last night he was 
still resting, determined to remain 
idle until prices came down, 

“I've got enough to last a year,” 
Boettcher said to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter. “My father died a little 
over three years ago and his 
estate will keep me, my wife and 
two daughters going for a while. 
After that, if things haven't 
changed, I'll go on relief. Yes, I 
was on relief before. I Was on 
WPA for about a year. I worked 
for the C. B, & Q, for a year and 
eight months.” 

The three-pound can of cooking 
fat sold for 69 cents under OPA 
ceilings. Boettcher, who is 38 
years old, continued: “It is im- 
possible to live the way prices are 
skyrocketing. I’m fed up with the 
whole situation. You can’t buy 
meat at the present prices. I’m 
not planning to do ‘anything—just 
sit tight.” ' 

The Boettchers live in a seven- 
room residence at 3329 Vista ave- 
nue. Mrs. Boettcher has a part- 
time job and “she doesn’t plan to 
quit that,” her husband said, 


REVISED LEND-LEASE TOTAL 
PLACED AT $60,500,000,000 


Amount Increased Since V-J Day 
By Deliveries of Ods on 
Order, Other Expenses, 
WASHINGTON, Oct, 19 (AP)— 
Revised figures now place total 
lend-lease expenses, including 
equipment, and materials supplied 
by the United States to its war- 
time allies, at about $50,500,000,000, 

officials said tonight. 

When the war ended, the lend- 
lease total was computed at more 
than 47 billion dollars, said Rob- 
ert W. Cavanaugh, lend-lease offi- 
cial with the Treasury Depart- 
ment. 

While lend-lease was ended 
shortly after V-J Day, countries 
were permitted to receive equip- 
ment which they had on order at 
that time. This totaled more than 
a billion dollars, Cavanaugh said. 
Eighty per cent of this now has 
Been shipped. Totals also were in- 
creased through various transfers, 
production expenses and adminis- 
trative costs.

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RUSSIA OR WEST 
S VOTING ISSUE 
IN BERLIN TODAY 


Election in German Cap- 
ital Is Clearly Drawn 
Test of Rival Political 
Philosophies.

B.RLIN, Oct. 19 (AP)—Berlin 
votérs will choose tomorrow be- 
tween the eastern and western 
concepts of démocracy in an elec- 
tion wk.ch one high American mil- 
itary government official said will 
hay, “great infleunce” on the ultl- 
mate political destiny of Europe. 

For the first, time in 14 years 
Berlin voters will have the oppor- 
tunity to cast a free ballot when 
they pick a municipal government 
to anpplant the one set up by the 
Russians, There are 2,300,000 per- 
sons registered to vote. 

The Berlin election overshadows 
district and provincial balloting, 
which will also take place through- 
out the Soviet-occupied zone, 

Lt. Col. Louis Glaser, chief of 
the political affairs branch of the 
American military government's 
Berlin district, viewing the elec- 
tion issue as clearly drawn be- 
tween the political philosophies of 
the east and west, said: 

“Germany must ultimately make 
a decision in this respect. The 
Berlin vote, establishing such a 
decisién, will have great influence 
upon the ultimate destiny of Ger- 
many and therefore upon the po- 
litical destiny of Europe.” 

4 Parties in Race. 

In Berlin the voting will be for 
party and not for individuals. The 
vcter cannot split his ticket. 
These are the parties: 

The® Socialist Unity party 
(S.E.D.), an amalgamation of Com- 
munists and Social Democrats; 
the Social Democrats; and the two 
conservative parties, Christian 
Democrats (C.D.U.) and the Lib- 
eral Democrats (L.D.P.). In this 
lineup the S.E.D. clearly carries 
the benner of the eastern concept 
of democracy. 

In previous community elec- 
tions in the Soviet zone the SED 
has captured a majority of the 
vote. But the S.E.D. had material 
advantages. Its candidate lists 
were placed before a much greater 
perecentage of the electorate 
and its candidates were given 
more paper for campaign 
literature and gasoline for 
its vehicles. It also claimed sup- 
port.of the Russian authorities. 

In the other three occupied 
zones, however, the 8.E.D. has 
made a poor showing in previous 
elections,

Herschel Johnson Ap-

‘Wild Charges.’

NEW YORK, Oct. 19 (AP)—In 
a bid for co-operation among the 
major powers in the United Na- 
tions Security Council, United 
Btates delegate Herschel V. John- 
son today called for an end of 
“wild and unsubstantiated charges, 
harsh accusations and counter- 

charges within the council.” 
Speaking before the Foreign 


Policy Association as delegates 
from 51 nations gathered for 
Wednesday's opening of the U.N. 
General Assembly, Johnson criti- 
cized what he called “misuse of 
the council for propaganda pur- 
poses” and too frequent use of the 
veto, 

He declared that people through- 
out the world “react with deep 
misgivings” to the way the Se- 
curity Council has operated so far 
and added: 

“All of us, I think, feel the need 
of substituting a spirit of co- 
operation for one of recrimination. 
We can, if we will, change the 
climate of international § inter- 
course by trying harder to win 
the peace than to win a point in 
debate.” 

Duties of Big Powers. 

Johnson declared that the big 
powers had special responsibilities 
as well as special powers and 
warned that the “great hope of 
the charter becomes dim” if the 
powers ever use their position “to 
compromise the principles of the 
charter itself for their own ad- 
vantage at the expense of others.”

OF TUDEH PARTY 
FROM CABINET 


Action Pleasing to Tribes- 
men in South Who Re- 
volted—“Strong Man” 
Firouz Sent to Moscow 
as Envoy.

TEHRAN, Oct. 19 (UP)—Pre- 
mier Ahmed Qavam today shook 
up the Iranian Government, drop- 
ping all members of the left-wing 
Tudeh party from the Cabinet. 

The elimination of the Tudeh 
party from the Government had 
been demanded by right-wing reb- 
els in Fars province as one of the 
conditions for their renewed rec- 
ognition of the Central Govern- 
ment's authority. 

In another surprise move Qavam 
eliminated Prince Mozaffar Firouz, 
his personal Cabinet spokesman 
who was generally regarded as 
the “strong man” of the Qavam 
Government. Firouz was named 
ambassador to Moscow. 

Although the Tudeh party cen- 
tral committee attacked the Cab 
inet shifts, it was believed their 
principal opposition was directed 
toward Qavam’s failure to elimi- 
nate what they regard as reac- 
tionary and corrupt elements from 
the Government. 

The Tudeh party members, it 


was believed, may have desired to/ 7; 


retire from the Government tem- 
porarily to enable them to be eli- 
gible for election in the forthcom- 


ing vote for Parliament. Cabinet 
members, under the Iranian Con- 
stitution, may not be members of 
Parliament. 

The Tudeh party Central Com- 
mittee announced that it would 
“continue our fight for democra- 


It was believed, ih any event, 
that the reorganization would be 
pleasing to the Ghasghai tribes- 
men of Fars who led the revolt 
in south Iran. 

Nasser Khan, Ghasghai chief-

Herbert H. Lehman, 
although he has the indorsement 
of the Communist party in his 
bid for election as United States 
Senator, was on record today as 
repudiating such support with the 
declaration “I want no Communist 
votes.” 

Lehman, Democratic nominee, 
told a luncheon meeting of party 
workers yesterday that Commun- 
ism “must not have any place in 
America.”

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Vandenberg Text: Friendly Firmness Is U.S. Foreign Policy 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 19 (AP). 

OLLOWING ite the text of re- 
marke by Senator Vandenberg 
(Rep.), Michigan, in a radio 
interview tonight with George 
Cushing, of Station WJR, Detroit: 


Cushing» You are just back 
from the Paris conference. What 
contribution did it make? 


Vandenberg—Despite all diffi- 
culties, it is one more step to- 
ward clarifying the world's No. 1 
problem. The 21 Allies have now 
made their recommendations re- 
specting treaties with Italy, Ro- 
mania, Bulgaria, Hungary and 
Finland. These recommendations 
go to the Council of Foreign Min- 
isters of the four big powers for 
the final decision. But there will 
be new difficulties, But solutions 
are on their way, 


Cushing — Did the conference 
agree on recommendations? 


Vandenberg—Yes. But by split 
votes on major issues, which 
again underline the world’s  su- 
preme peace conundrum—how to 
find common ground between 
Eastern Communism and Western 
democracy. I agree with Mr. Mo- 
lotov’s statement to the confer- 
ence that we must take care lest 
such “labels confuse the issue.” 
But the fucts of life, however, dis- 

eeable, are the facts of life. 

r. Molotov’s final declaration 
that he will strongly contest all 
conference decisio which went 
against him is not encouraging. 
Neither is the withdrawal of Yugo- 
slavia from the final conference. 
Of course none of us is wholly 
satisfied with the treaty recom- 
mendations. But here, at least is 
the world’s verdict on the contro- 
versies in these treaties — and 
that is progress. 

OCushing—Could you give us the 
high-spots in these treaties, Sena- 
tor? 

Vandenberg—In the brief time 
at our disposal, Mr. Cushing, I 
hardly know where to begin or 
end such a story. But here are a 
few exhibits, 

We agreed upon the principles 
of a sound statute for Trieste—the 
cockpit of Europe—a _ statute 
which sustains our American view 
that there can be no peace unless 
este is free and independent 
and democratic in fact as well as 
name, 

Again: We agreed upon the 
principles for a free Danube river, 
vital to peace and progress in 
eight nations—principles which 
support our contention that this 
major artery of trade in Centra) 
Europe shall not operate under 
selfish discriminations which 
breed inevitable frictions. 

Again: We agreed upon repara- 
tions and restitutions—a program 
which at least partially reflects 
our anxiety that these ex-enemy 
states shall pay as much as 
possible toward rehabilitation of 
the war damage they have done, 
but that their burdens shall not 
become unlivable and therefore 
uncollectable. - 

We revised our own demands 
for 100 per cent compensation for 
American property destroyed in 
ex-enemy states; and joined the 
Soviets in supporting partial com- 
pensation because there can only 
be partial, and not full, repara- 
tions or restitution. 

We agreed upon numerous new 
boundaries. 

One happy omen was that Italy 
and Austria mutually agreed upon 
compromises in the South Tyrol. 
Then there were countless de- 
tails respecting all phases of hu- 
man relations—~all rts of one, 
big jigsaw puzzle. ou must re- 
member that a peace treaty is 
not a simple contract covering a 
few pages. It is literally a book. 
Let me give you one typical ex- 
ample. The final meeting of our 
Balkan economic committee, of 
which I was a member, consumed 
28% uninterrupted hours and in- 
volved 88 roll calls. And it is 
worth remembering, Mr. Cushing, 
that we had friendly unity 75 per 
cent of the time. I do not mini- 
mize the desperate importance of 
the other 25 per cent. A chain 
is no stronger than its weakest 
link. But neither am I willing to 
minimize the fact that our minds 
did meet 75 per cent of the time. 
You can imagine, 
Senator, that these complications 
leave us in considerable confusion 
her at home. 

Vandenberg — Of course there 
is confusion, This would be in- 
evitable even though there were 
no missionaries of confusion here 
at home, The job is baffling even 
to those of us who confront it at 
first hand. Furthermore, our 
American Communists and their 
fellow-travelers thrive on  con- 
fusion. But we must not forget 
that hammering out a multiple 
peace has always been “confusing” 
and has always taken time and 
patience. 

More than a century ago, the 
Congress of Vienna sat upon a 
similar, but simpler, job for more 
than one full year. After all, it 
took five years to tear the world 
apart. It is not surprising if it 
takes that long to put it together 
again. The Paris conference is 
part of this —. 

I have no illusions about the 

perilous difficulties we confront. 
But I want to make equally plain 
that I am not surrendering to pes- 
simism. Many of the Paris 
speeches were in good temper, des- 
pite deep disagreements. I quote 
one of Mr. Molotov’s comments. 
Deploring divisions among us, he 
said: “We need not doubt that 
we shall meet the desires of all 
peace-loving peoples.” 
' I join that prayer. In the same 
conection I also quote the final, 
significant sentence in a recent 
metropolitan editorial: “If Russia 
is willing to honor in victory what 
she signed when in need of help, 
the division which Mr. Molotov 
deplores will disappear over 
night.” 

We must be sure we, too, are 
as faithful to every commitment 
we have made. 

Cushing—Let’s pursue that sub- 
ject, Senator. Are not these five 
present treaties only on the rim 
of our problem? Are not Ger- 


many and Austria the paramount 


concern? 


Vandenberg — Absolutely yes. 
The German and _ Austrian 
treaties will be the key to post- 
war Europe. We have been 


| pressing for a start upon these 


treaties for many months, I 


r 


regret to say there is still no 
agreement with the Soviets re- 
garding Austria. But there is 
agreement that the German dis- 
cussions shall start in Novem- 
ber. That, again, is at least 
some progress, 

Oushing—Could you state, in a 
few words, Senator, what our own 
German program is? | 

Vandenberg—The German eco- 
nomic gituation has seriously de- 
teriorated because Germany is ad- 
ministered in four airtight zones 
of military occupation, instead of 
as an “economic unit,” as re- 
quired by the Potsdam agreement, 
The French and the Russians thus 
far have made the latter impos- 
sible, But, declining to be sty- 
mied, we have now made an 
“economic unit” of the British and 
American zones. The French and 
the Russians are welcome to join 
when they please. Meanwhile, we 
move ahead. These new, central, 
economic controls are indispen- 
sable not only to save Germany 
from early economic tragedy, but 
also to relieve our own responsibil- 
ities, and, above all, to stabilize 
Europe. 

Cushing— You speak of economic 
power, Senator. How about cen- 
tralized political power? 

Vandenberg— Remember, first 
that we all relentlessly insist that 
Germany shall be permanently 
demilitarized and de-nazified — 
and we are doing exactly that in 
the American zone. But, within 
this rigid limitation, the German 
people must be given some gen- 
eral pattern for their own self-, 
governing future as a goal toward 
which their democratic good con- 
duct may aspire. 
We have ably started this 
process in the three great Ger- 
man states in the American zone 
—and it is a promising success. 
We propose to expand this pat- 
tern of federalism—always making 
the central government the serv- 
ant and not the master of the 
states. 

No man has had more to do 
with this program than Prof. 
James K. Pollock of the Univer- 
sity of Michigan, who has just 
returned from long service as po- 
litical adviser to our Gen. Clay in 
Germany. I am proud to testify 
to the great job he has done in 
behalf of American ideals. 
Cushing—And what about Aus- 
tria, Senator? 
Vandenberg—Austria has long 
deserved a final treaty which will 
permit the withdrawal of our 
army of occupation, and the much 
larger Red Army of occupation; 
and thus will end the convenient 
argument that other Red armies 
are necessary in other countries 
to “protect lines of communica- 
tion.” I regret there is no present 
progress in this direction, despite 
every American pressure. 
Cushing — Well, Senator, this 
brings us to the inevitable ques- 
tion. What about Russia? 

Vandenberg — The Soviet 
Union of Socialist Republics is 
a great nation and a great 
people with whom we have an 
historic friendship which must 
be maln l. There is little 
doubt “¢Pte peace doen 
finally depend upon a “live and 
let live” accommodation be- 
tween their eastern Communism 
and our western democracy. I 
agree with Marshal Stalin that 
this is possible. But I say again 
and again that this is not 
possible on a one-way street, 

I would have America do 
everything, consistent with her 
honor, her security and her 
ideals, to deserve this co-opera- 
tion and to allay any reasonable 
Russian grounds for fear, sus- 
picion and distrust, I think we 
are doing this today—despite 
the astonishing and often sub- 
versive contentions of some of 
our own American critics to the 
contrary. But the Soviet Union 
must fully reciprocate in kind, 
They are far from doing so to- 
day. 

I need but refer, among other 
things, to the campaigns of reck- 
less vilification which flow con- 
stantly from Moscow. I need but 
refer to the fact that in all these 
long and strenuous arguments in 
Paris, I have never heard an 
American challenge to Russian 
motives; but I have heard Amer- 
ican motives truculently impugned 
by official spokesmen for Russia 
and her associated Slav powers, 
time and time again. At one point 
in the debates I was forced to say: 
“America declines to plead as a 
defendant among Allies to whom 
we have given every ounce of co- 
operation, in blood and treasure, 
of which a great and unselfish 
nation is capable.” 

No lack of patience or for- 
bearance can be charged to us. 
Our only offense is that we no 
longer sign on “dotted lines” 
and we no longer mute our opin- 
ions respecting human, rights 
and fundamental freedoms. I 
sometimes wonder just what our 
“appeasers”’ here at home would 
have us do. Read this from the 
highly responsible London Times 
for Oct, 4.: 

“Many times in the long de- 
liberations at Paris, the hand 
of friendship has been extended 
by the Western powers; but 
each time it has been ignored or 
rejected outright.” 

I emphatically agree that this 
is nét the “peace climate” we 
need. Perhaps we fail to under- 
stand Moscow. Certainly Mos- 
cow misunderstands us, I agree 
that they need to know that we 
plan no conspiracies or con- 
quests against them —and God 
can witness that there is noth- 
ing of that sort in our souls, 
But we need to know that they 
are not pushing toward a Com- 
munist world, 

If there is anyway to achieve 
this mutual understanding and 
good-will, I will thankfully and 
prayerfully embrace it. We must 
all keep on trying. But we will 
not “sell America short” in the 
process, 

Cushing: I take it, Senator, you 
do not think war between us some 
day is irievitable., 

Vandenberg—My answer, Mr. 
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Cushing, is that it must not be 
allowed to become inevitable. 
Russia does not want war. 
America does not want war. We 
both are in the United Nations 
to prevent war. I hear much 
more war talk over here than 
I did in Paris. I'm afraid we 
have too many American 
groups which  over-zealously 
seek to make their own peace 
ideas impressive by using war as 
the frightening alternative. 


I wish we could quit talking 
about “war.” In my opinion, if 
it happens it will come from 
some tragically unfortunate in- 
cident which may well be the 
result of somebody's miscalcu- 
lation as to how far we will 
tolerate some policy which 
either threatens our own secur- 
ity or world peace or which 
violates our conception of 
human rights and fundamental 
freedoms. That is why, in my 
view, it is so vitally necessary 
that we should be wholly frank 
with Russia—say what we mean 
and mean what we say. Oandor 
must not be mistaken for ill 
will, 

And that, too, is why wé must 
have, so far as self-serving 
politicians will permit, a united 
American foreign eee sup- 
ported generally by ‘Republicans 
and Democrats alike, so there 
will be no delusion abroad that 
we are vulnerable because we 
are at the mercy of internal 
divisions. In other words, we 
must not be responsible for any 
“miscalculations.” 

That way, I dare to hope, lies 
peace—particularly with the 
“United Nations” to cushion the 
impact even of “miscalcula- 
tions.” This much ts certain. 
America’s bipartisan foreign 
policy today is not a policy of 
war. It is a policy of peace. 
In my opinion, it will succeed 
—uniless it is scuttled here at 
home, 

Cushing—Let me ask you this, 
Senator. Is it a fair description 
to call this new, bipartisan Amer- 
ican foreign policy a “get tough 
with Russia” policy? 

Vandenberg—It is not accurate 
—and I'll give you two proofs... 
The Soviets have defended their 
expansionism on the plea that 
they must have protection against 
a third re-birth of Axis aggression. 
We do not like “expansionism” by 
anybody in a new world which is 
pledged to the humanities of the 
Atlantic Charter. Sq what do we 
offer Russia by way of alternative 
protection? We offer, not only 
our membership in the United 
Nations, but also a direct, 40-year 
treaty promising to come to her 
instant defense in ease an Axis 
aggressor shall ever rise again. 
There never was a greater ex- 
ample of friendship and good will 
Do you call that “getting tough?" 

. « « Again. Look at atom 
bombs. We possess their ex- 
clusive secret for perhaps five 
more years. We offer to scrap 
them all and abandon our mo- 
nopoly forever. In return for 
what? In return for world-wide 
controls which eT cece 
civilization agal " atomio 
bombs, anywhere, any time, 
from any source, anywhere on 
earth. It is the greatest demon- 
stration of humane and unself- 
ish vision since time began. 

Do you call that “getting 
tough?” If so, how do we es- 
cape this charge? By immedi- 
ately giving away our atomic 
know-how without dependable 

guarantees against bad faith? 
I would consider that to be sheer 
lunacy, 

I hasten to add that it also 
would be lunacy not to persist 
in striving for a mutual accord, 
if possible, to prevent an ulti- 
mate race in atomic arms... . 
No; “getting tough” is not the) 
definition. “Friendly firmness” 
is the correct phrase, “Friendly 
firmness”—and I strive for both. 
Thus I believe I am striving for 
true peace. 

Perpetual surrender of rights 
and ideals never did and never 
will buy peace, Munich did not 
buy peace: it merely paid the 
blackmail which bought war. 

I like a phrase in the resolu- 
tions just adopted by the na- 
tional convention of the American 
Legion: 

“American foreign policy should 
be neither hostile nor subservient 
to any other power on earth.” 

And if you'll allow me just one 
second of personal latitude, Mr. 
Cushing, I also like the following 
sentence from the American Le- 
gion’s resolutions: 


“We strongly indorse and sup- 
port the positive foreign policy 
of the Government of the United 
States as expressed by Secretary 
of State Byrnes, Senator Vanden- 
berg and Senator Connally.” 


Cushing — We are hearing a 
good deal from some partisan 
orators these days, Senator, that 
the trouble with our bipartisan 
American foreign policy is that it 
no longer follows the Franklin D. 
Roosevelt pattern. Any com- 
ment? 


Vandenberg — Well—that de- 
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pends upon what you mean by 
the “Roosevelt pattern.” If you 
mean the “Roosevelt pattern” as 
originally laid down in the Atlan- 
tic Charter, I should say that we 
are earnestly seexing to return to 
it after it was partially scrapped 
by the late President himself at 
Yalta, and after subsequent de- 
faults by its own signatories, 


If you mean the “Roosevelt pat- 
tern” in the United Nations, 1 
should say that we are tenacious- 
ly adhering to it, with every 
ounce of devotion we «<an muster. 


If you mean we are trying to 
avoid deliberately dividing the 
world into two such rival spheres 
of influence as would defeat every 
objective the late President 
Roosevelt ever had, we are the 
ones who are carrying the flag. * 


If you mean, however, that the 
late President, under the grim 
and inexorable necessities of war, 
was prodigal in giving way to the 
requests and demands of our Al- 
lies, I reply, sir: There is little 
left to give—unless we give our 
birthright (which we do not in- 
tend to do). It is impossible to 
keep on signing “dotted lines” as 
we often—pprhaps too often—did 
in war. And don’t forget’ this. 
The “Roosevelt pattern” had its 
own sterner moments. I remind 
you of his ngte to Moscow in 1935: 


“The Government of the United 
States would be lacking in can- 
dor if it failed to state frankly 
that it anticipates the most seri-

Cushing—Senator, suppose you 
spend a moment on the charge 
that the trouble with our foreign 
policy is that it represents Ameri- 
can “imperialism.” 


Vandenberg—Well, Mr. Cushing, 
I've heard that, too. Frankly, I 
think it’s simply silly. I hope 
we shall wind up with a few new 
bases for our national defense, in 
what I would expect to be agree- 
ment with the United Nations— 
arrangements just as necessary 
for their defense as for our own. 
But everybody, with a grain of 
sense, ought to know that we 
plan no conquests anywhere; that 
we ask only for “justice” and the 
“open door” and “democratic good 
will” and peace around the world. 


Our kind of “imperialism” has 
just established the free and inde- 
pendent Commonwealth of the 
Philippines—just as it established 
the free and independent Republic 
of Cuba in the aftermath of an 
earlier war. Our kind of “im- 
perialism” ig paying 72 per cent 
of UNRRA’s bills to feed the 
stricken of the earth. Our kind 
of “imperialism” compromises bil- 
lions in lend-lease debts 


libels—especially when uttered 
against us by our own domestic 
agitators. Meanwhile, since it is 
usually the Communists, at home 
or abroad, who: make these 
eharges, I want to record one 
interesting little fact. Russian 
expansion, as a result of the war,

square miles—an area larger than 
all New England and the Middle 
Atlantic states—to say nothing of 
other lands in the new Russian 
orbit. That’s just to keep the 
imperialism record straight. 


Oushing—I take it, Senator, that 
you think a firm and unmistak- 
ably plain American foreign pol- 
icy—-always taking care that it is 
just and right—is not the way 
into trouble but the way to stay 
out of trouble? 


Vandenberg—That is my view, 
Mr. Cushing. Let me remind you 
of the recent unhappy instance 
when Yugoslavs shot down half a 
dozen American flyers, Do you 
think it would have encouraged 
peace and a just regard for the 
dignity and the honor of the 
United States if we had wiggled 
and wobbled and stalled in the 
presence of that challenge? Cer- 
tainly not. It would merely have 
encouraged contempt and cumu- 
lative trouble. . . . So we sent 
Yugoslavia that famous 48-hour 
note which, in other days, would 
have been called an “ultimatum”: 
and Yugoslavia, to her great 
credit, made prompt and honor- 
able and satisfactory reply. The 
offense will not be repeated. This 
is the road to peace... . 

And I want to call your atten- 
tion to a glorious fact—a flaming 
beacon of hope—in this connec- 
tion. What was the alternative 
we named as-+the price of non- 
compliance with our 48-hour note? 
Was it war—as it would have 
been in days gone by? It was not. 
It was a promise to summon the 
defendant to the bar of the United 
Nations to confront the organized 
conscience of the world. . . . If 
that doesn’t symbolize progress 
settee peace, I do not know what 
could, 


Imperfect as the Security 
Council and the General 
Assembly of the United Nations 
may be, Mr. Cushing, they are 
the justified hope of the world. 
They provide a medium of con- 
tact where we can all come to 
know each other better; where, 
perhaps, we can learn to “live 
and let live”; and where, if the 
unhappy climax requires, we can 
mobilize the vast majority of 
mankind against the next 
aggressor who threatens peace 
and security and human rights 
and fundamental freedoms. 

Who shall say that the agencies 
of the United Nations cannot 
bridge the gap between the Hast 
and est? The United Nations 
will continue to have plenty -of 
growing pains. But, I repeat, 
their effective evolution is the 
hope of the world—and the dark- 
er gathering clouds may be, the 
greater the need for this sunshine 
to break through. 

. and may I just add this 
personal word, Mr. Cushing? It 
is because I think organized se- 
curity and peace with justice are 
the supreme prayer of men and 
women everywhere, emphatically 
including our own United States; 
it is. for this reason that I am 
again returing next Monday to

Says Security Council 
Could Call on U.S. 
and Britain for Help if 
It Lacks Forces of Own

ABOARD THE QUEEN ELIZ 
ABETH, Oct. 19 (AP)—Chairman 
Connally of the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee expressed 
confidence today that the United 
Nations Security Council would 
have power to enforce decisions 
on Trieste, despite Yugoslavia's 
declaration it would not be bound 
by terms of the Italian peace 
treaty written at Paris, 

“Certainly we don’t want an- 
other Fiume in case of trouble,” 
the Texas Democrat told a press 


conference, after hearing a re- 
broadcast of last night's address 
by Secretary of State Byrnes. 
(Fiume, seized, by Italians after 
World War I, was a constant 
source of tension between Italy 
and Yugoslavia throughout the 
Fascist administration). 

“Yugoslavia says she won't abide 
by the treaty,” said Connally, one 
of Byrnes'’s two Senate advisers 
at Paris. “But the powers can 
take action themselves under the 
terms of that treaty. If the Se- 
curity Council by that time still 
did not have forces of its own at 
its disposal, it could ask and ob- 
tain them from Britain, the United 
States or other powers,” 


Security Council had no author- 
ity to act under the charter, it 
could do go under the terms of 
the treaty. 

Indorsing Byrnes’s speech, Con- 
nally said the Paris conference 
had achieved “substantial results.” 

He called for the industrial 
renascence of Germany because 
“Europe needs her,” adding that 
“the United States doesn’t want to 
destroy Germany.” 

Connally urged clarification of 
“dubious and uncertain” language 
in the U.N. Charter regarding 
veto power, so that it would be 
clear where that power “ends and 
stops,” 

“My opinion is it should not ap- 
ply to procedural or incidental 
matters,” he said. “This modifica- 
tion may not come at this ses- 
sion, but it must come.” 

Summarizing the Paris confer- 
ence, he said “on the whole the 
United States did very well.” 

Russian Foreign Minister V. M. 
Molotov is studying a list of ques- 
tions propounded by reporters on 
board seeking his reaction to 
Byrnes's speech, He has received 
long Messages in code and pre- 
sumably is aware of the context 
of the American's report.

“WASHINGTON, Oct. 19 (AP)— 
Informed diplomatic officials to- 
night disclosed that United States 
has extended credits of $25,000,000 
to $50,000,000 to Turkey, currently 
resisting Russian demands for a 
share in control of the Darda- 
nelles, 

The credits were granted to en- 
able Turkey to hasten the mod- 
ernization of its railroads and 
industries. 

Officials revealed the Export- 
Import Bank approved a Turkish 
credit of $25,000,000 last July 3%, 
but did not announce it publicly 
because no money will be trans- 
ferred to Turkey under the ar 
rangement, 


Instead, the bank will guarantee 
to American manufacturers to 
stand back of $25,000,000 in Turk- 
ish government orders, 


American manufacturers selling 
products to Turkey will in turn 
be asked to share part of the risk 
by extending credit of perhaps an 
equal amount to the Turkish gov- 
ernment. 


A Turkish embassy official ac- 
knowledged United States approv- 
al of Turkey’s request for finan- 
cial aid. 

Export-Import Bank officials 
said the American credit provides 
for repayment in five years at an 
interest rate of around four per 
cent annually. : 

The Export-Import Bank appar 
ently decided not to lend money 
directly to the Turkish govern- 
ment because of a desire to con- 
serve its dwindling funds. Six 
other countries are now negotiat- 
ing with the bank for a share of 
the $500,000,000 left in its treasury:

paign fund drive is nonpartisan.” 
The group's purpose, he said, was 
to raise funds to support candi- 
dates who by their records in Con- 


_ gress or by pledges, favor a “fair 
administration” of rent ceilings 
and are opposed to such public 
legislation as: the Wagner-Ellen- 
der-Taft bill, which failed to pass 
in the last Congress. 

He said the group, which has 
“about 10 members,” organized the 
drive recently at a meeting in the 
offices of the Real Estate Ex- 
change in the Wainwright build- 
ing, but, he added, it has no offi- 
cial connection with the Exchange.

Letter Asking for Contributions. 

Another member of the group,

campaign contributions, He said 
he sent letters to 25 or 30 real 
estate men urging them to con- 
tribute.

movement will work if those sub- 
scribing to it are honest and if 
a man’s word is good,” Gosser 
said. “Neither side should en- 
deavor to get more through com- 
mittee action than it might hope 
to through other means. No union 
is compelled. to accept a commit- 
tee ruling. The union can still 
strike, although the committee’s 
job is to avert strikes in the 
public interest.” 

Praising the work of the United 
States Conciliation Service, which 
both AFL and CIO representatives 
in St. Louis declared is an 
adequate mediation service, Gos- 
ser explained that the Toledo Plan 
“ig a local body, making for good 
local understanding and consider- 
ing local public interest.” 

“Our plan takes the heat off,” 
Gosser emphasized. “There are 
industrialists on the committee 
who will frankly tell you that 
they formerly hated my insides, 
After meeting as we have done 
in the public interest of Toledo 
we have gained respect for each 
other as men. We know each 
other now, and there are no prej- 
udicial personal opinions to 
muddy the waters. ' 

“If the CIO can go along with 
the plan in Toledo. why not In 
St. Louis?” Gosser asked. “In 
Toledo it has helped labor, in- 
dustry and the public and I 
sincerely indorse the plan. It is 
worthy of a trial in St. Louis and 
other cities.” 

Basis for Success, 

William Sturm, district directo 
for the American Federation of 
Labor, and a member of the Tole- 
do Committee, termed Logsdon’s 
arguments against trial of a la- 
bor peace plan in St. Louis “idi- 
otic.” 

“Tabor is the public, at least 
that is largely the situation in To- 
ledo,.” Sturm stated. “The idea of 
saying the plan will not work, 
without even giving it a trial, is 
all wrong. The plan does not take 
away the right to strike, neither 
does it prevent use of the Concil- 
jation Service.

In the interest of effecting a 
reconsideration of Mayor Kauf- 
mann’s pro by St. Louis la- 
bor unions, Sturm suggested that 
the CIO and AFL send a joint 
committee to Toledo to investi- 

te the results of the plan be- 
ore definitely condemning it. 


“Look at the Record.” 

Joseph L. Tillman, vice presi- 
dent of the Unitcast Corp. 
and an industry member of the 
Toledo Committee, discussed 
Logsdon’s attack on the plan with 
the writer, “If he is right, we 
are wrong, but let’s look at the 


record,” Tillman said? “If it were 
not for this plan we might now be 
in the same position as Pitts- 
burgh. Our city employes 
threatened to strike last June and 
July, but a satisfactory settlement 
was effected, and the strike was 
averted. In Toledo the union 
representatives fully accépt their 
responsibility to the public. Is 
labor leadership so different in 
St. Louis? The Toledo public has 
faith in the committee, and that 
faith has been justified.” 


Union men point out that prior 
to the establishment of the To- 
ledo plan work stoppages among 
the 1000 employes of “Tillman's 
firm averaged “one a week.” Last 
month the plant celebrated a 
complete year without a_ single 
work stoppage. The Toledo Com- 
mittee met in the formative stage 
for 10 months before it was 
chartered by the city last Febru- 
ary, and observers credit the ex- 
cellent production record of the 
Unitcast Corp. and other Toledo 
industries to the labor-manage- 
ment association of union and in- 
dustrial leaders on the commit- 
tee, 

Franz Berlacher, vice president 
of the Toledo Central Labor 
Union and president of Milk 
Drivers’ and Inside Dairy Work- 
ers’ Union, commented that Logs- 
don's attack on the labor peace 
plan “indicates he is either ig- 
norant of the facts or a show- 
off.” “There is not one labor 
critic of the plan here,” asserted 
Berlacher, who is a member of 
the committee, “There is no com- 
pulsion-on either labor or indus- 
try. In the final analysis each can 
do as it pleases. I would enjoy 
debating the subject with Mr. 
Logsdon.” 

Vice-Mayor DiSalle, who was the 
committee's original chairman and 


a public member, asserted “there 
is not a single instance where par- 


ticipation in the plan has hurt la- 
bor or industry.” 

“Our record,” he said, “demon- 
strates the value of the plan, and 
certainly no labor union member 
here has reason to accuse Gosser, 
Sturm and the other labor mem- 
bers of the committee of being 
traitors to their cause.” 

He pointed to the paralyzing 
power strike in Pittsburgh, a 
street railway strike in Columbus, 
O.; and a strike of city employes 
in Pontiac, Mich., as “glaring ar- 
guments” In favor of workable lo- 
cal labor-management commit- 
tees. 

Panel’s Work Observed. 

The writer observed a panel of 
the Toledo Plan function to settle 
a two-week strike which had 
closed the repair departments of 
the 33 automobile agencies in the 
city. The strike involved juris- 
dictional dispute between Gosser’s 
UAW and the International Asso- 
ciation of Machinists (until recent- 
ly in the AFL), The panel con- 
sisted of Gosser, Berlacher, Till- 
man and Jerome Gross, secretary 
of the Toledo Plan. Gosser stated 
his position, as representative of 
the UAW, and the machinists’ posi- 
tion was stated by John J. Mur- 
phy, international representative 
of that union, Approximately 700 
workers were affected by the sit- 
uation, and delivery of new cars 
had been halted, Both sides had 
been a bit stubborn, and the ma- 
chinists had called the strike. 

Members of the panel conferred 
with one another, and with Mur- 
phy. After two hours of friendly 
and quiet conversation, Berlacher 
announced the committee recom- 
mendation—that the strike be ter- 
minated immediately, with the un- 
derstanding that an election be held 
to determine which union held a 
majority. The suggestion was ac- 
cepted, and the meeting broke up 
in a spirit of good fellowship. 

That, apparently, is the Toledo 
Plan way, There is an underlying 
spirit of friendliness and helpful- 
ness, best expressed in the city’s 
Community Chest motto: “In To- 
ledo we help each other.”

ther, president of the CIO United 
Automobile Workers said today. 
It was expected the increase de- 
manded would be 20 cents an hour. 

The Chrysler Corp., whose con- 
tract with the UAW is npw open 
for wage discussions, will be the 
test case for the entire industry. 

President Philip Murray of the 


CIO, who sat in on today’s meet- 
ing, backed up Reuther in his as- 
sertion that labor must have a 
wage increase because of the pres- 
ent inflationary trend. “It must 
be obvious to all,” Murray said, 
“that the need for higher wages 
is absolutely essential.” 

The UAW executive board, in 
special session here, had expected 
to issue its new wage demand to- 
day, but Reuther said the final 
meeting.on wages was postponed 
until tomorrow “because of the 
vast amount of factors that had 
to be considered before forming 
our final figure.” 

Figure Won't Be CIO Pattern. 

The CIO president gaid, how- 
ever, that “there must be an in- 
crease in wages sufficient in size 
to meet the increased cost of liv- 
ing.” 

Murray said that the United 
Steel Workers, another huge CIO 
affiliate, will meet in Atlantic City 
on Nov. 18, to map their own wage 
demands and “they will not be in- 
fluenced by what is done here.” 

After today’s executive board 
meeting, Murray charged that the 
“press of the country has for the 


|past few months been levelling its 


attack on labor for striking and 
causing bottlenecks in production.” 

“The press should direct its at- 
tack elsewhere,” he said. “Depart- 
ment of Commerce reports show 
that inventories of non-durable 
goods now are at extraordinary 
levels.” 

Calls Inventories a Menace. 

He asked, “where are these in- 
ventories and why are they al- 
lowed? I allege that these inven- 
tories are more menacing to re 
conversion and full productivity 
than any other single thing since 
V-J day. 

“It is the duty of the Govern- 
ment to see to it that all the facts 
concerning these inventories be 
given the American people.” 

UAW contracts with Chrysler 
and various independent § auto 
manufacturers and suppliers con- 
tain clauses which permit eco- 
nomic questions to be re-opened 
for negotiation, upon notice by the 
union. Approximately 400,000, or 
half the UAW membership, are 
covered by these contracts, 

The agreements with two of the 
“Big Three” auto makers, Genera] 
Motors and Ford, do not include 
re-opening clauses, and these con- 
tracts run until spring. 

Steel Workers to Seek “Portal to 
Portal” Back Pay. 
CINCINNATI, Oct. 19 (AP)—An 
official of the CIO's United Steel- 
workers of America today an- 
nounced plans of the union to seek 
“portal to portal” back pay for its 
800,000 members through court ac- 
tions under the Fair Labor Stand- 

ards act. 

Here for the union’s District 25 
conference, Frank Donner of 
Washington, assistant .to Lee 
Pressman, the steel workers gen- 
eral counsel, said suits based on a 
recent Supreme. Court decision 
would be for time and a half with 
double indemnity for the time 
workers spent “in preparing for 
work after entering company 
premises.” 

He said the suits would seek pay 
as far back as the statutes of lim- 
itations in individual states would 
permit,

Based on the $4,730,000 goal for 
the 1946 campaign, which will be- 
gin Oct. 28, the total annual cost 
‘would be $297,990. 

Deduction, of this 6.8 per cent, 
together with an additional 3.2 
per cent set aside for an emer- 
gency reserve and losses’ in 
pledges because of death, unem- 
ployment and other factors, leaves 
more than 90 cents out of every 
$1 collected available for distribu- 
tion to the Chest agencies, Hitch- 
cock asserted.

PHANG'S LEADING 
GENERALS HOLD 
A COUNGL-OF-WAR 


Action Comes as Com- 
munist Gen. Chou 
Agrees to Resume Peace 


Talks in Nanking. 


By SPENCER MOOSA. 


SHANGHAI, Oct. 19 (AP) — 
Chou En-lai, chief Chinese Com- 
munist peace negotiator, agreed 
tonight to resume peace discus- 
sions with the Government, but a 
top-level council-of-war among 
Government military leaders in 
Peiping indicated he might be too 
late. 

Many Shanghai Chinese main- 
tained optimism, although govern- 
ment armies already were driving 
southward from Peiping toward 
Communist-besieged Paoting in a 
large-scale campaign designed to 
free that city and reopen the 
vital north-south Peiping-Hankow 
railway. 

The conference at Peiping was 
called by Gen. Chen Cheng, Gov- 
ernment chief of staff, and an 
announcement said it was at- 
tended by a “very high military 
authority from Nanking.” (This 
individual was not otherwise 
identified, but the only military 
authority higher than the chief of 
staff would be Generalissimo 
Chiang Kai-shek himself). 

Other generals named as attend- 
ing included Fu Tso-yi, conqueror 
of Kalgan and governor of Chahar 
province; Tu Li-ming, comman- 
dant for Manchuria; Chao Chia- 
hsiang, his chief of staff; Wang 
Yao-wu, commandant of _ the 
Kiangsu area; and Cheng Chieh- 
min, Government member of the 
Peiping executive headquarters. 

Premier T. V. Soong also flew 
in, cutting short a vacation at 
Tsingtao. 

This unprecedented and speedy 
gathering led observers to con- 
jecture that China’s immediate 
future—peace or war-—would be 
determined in a day or two, and 
many said it looked like war. 


of this news, Chou, who has been 
living in Shanghai since peace ne- 
gotiations broke down in Nanking 
several weeks ago, announced that 
he had agreed to return to the 
Government capital fo resume 
talks. There was no ostensible 
connection between the two events. 

Correspondents who visited Kal- 
gan said the city lies gutted and 
ghost-like as result of the battle 
in which Chinese National troops 
captured it. Nationalist air raids 
and Communist demolitions have 
ruined factories, homes and rail- 


road buildings.

Younger city dwellers may never 
have heard the term, but modern, 
urban operative builders know the 
technique and have streamlined it 
for speedy and economical con- 
struction of moderately priced 
homes. A group of houses put up 
within the last few months, using 
a modern version of the barn rais- 
ing technique, combined with new- 
ly designed construction detail that 
creates a tighter, sounder house, 
will be opened to visitors today 
in Buder Park, subdivision de- 
velopment of the Schrader Build- 
ing & Realty Co., a mile south of 
St. Charles Rock road, east off 
Ashby road.

Time was when a “barn raising” was a social event significant 
to the country for miles around, The ceremony is a tradition and the 
technique probably as old as wood-frame construction in rural 


foundation, sometimes fastened to 
it, sometimes not, with joists toe- 
nailed into the plank and with the 
sole plate of the wall-frame nailed 
to the top of the joists. Shims 
(little pieces of cedar shingle, lit- 
tle wedges of other wood) often 
have to be driven between the 
plank and foundation to level the 
floor. Sometimes light can be seen 
between house and foundation in 
this type of construction. 

In the Schrader-Conzelman sys- 
tem, an adjustment strip, notched 
to receive the ends of the joists, 
fits atop the inside form for the 
concrete basement wall. Joists are 
set and leveled in the form, sub- 
floor laid and used as a runway 
for concrete carts pouring the 
wall, Time and scaffold material 
for foundation wall building are 
saved, The joists are anchored in 
the concrete and 14-inch bolts are 
embedded head-down in the con- 
crete at intervals along the wall, 

The upper edge of each joist is 
notched at the end to receive the 
sole plate, through which the bolts 
pass, Thus the wall and the joists, 
not merely a plank beneath them, 
are secured to the foundation. 


Has Basic Unit, 


At the outer edge of the wall, 
joists are cut short of the face of 
the concrete enough to take an en- 
closing insulation board which 
continues up the wall, outside of 
which is placed a strip of water- 
proof building paper and a face 
board that fits against the face of 
the concrete and flush to the low- 
er edge of the siding. 

Schrader’s basic-unit house is a 
four-room and bath structure, 
placed on the lot s0 garage, 
breezeway or extra rooms may be 
added later without disturbing the 
original building or the land- 
scaping.

How Long Is a Slide, 


Five, Ten or 20 Feet? 

D PARKER writes to 
T to question the accuracy of 

®our account of the Slaugh- 
ter slide in the final world series 
game, and encloses a_ photo- 
graph. We didn’t have survey- 
ing instruments and we didn’t 
have time to run down to the 
plate with a tape measure, but 
we guessed hurriedly that 
Slaughter had slid about 20 feet. 
The photograph Mr, Parker sent 
was taken from the hanging 
balcony on the first-base side 
of the grandstand, It shows 
Slaughter falling into his slide 
apparently a foot or so from 
the plate. But it also indicates 
that the Boston catcher, taking 
Pesky’s throw, is leaning his 
head against the left-field fence. 

Photographs taken from a dis- 
tance don’t show relative dis- 
tances accurately. Distant ob- 
jects may be made to appear 
closer than they really are to 
figures in the foreground, We 
know that the catcher wasn't 
leaning against the fence, We 
know, too, that Slaughter didn't 
start his slide inches from the 
plate. 

After the play we noticed a 
mark on the ground, starting 
eight or 10 feet on the third- 
base side of the plate and con- 
tinuing beyond the plate to the 
point where Slaughter regained 
his feet. 

How far did Slaughter slide? 
What do you think? We asked 
Dick Farrington of the 
Post-Dispatch staff. His guess 
was 15 feet, give or take a cou- 
ple. We'll have to ask Slaugh- 
ter when we sec him at spring 
training camp. But meantime, 
Mr. Parker, don’t depend too 
meticulously on those telephoto 
lens pictures for your measure-

HE New York election next month is the most important trial heat of 


the 1948 White House sweepstak»s. 


If Gov. Thomas E, Dewey wins re- 


election by running several lengths ahead of the field, the Republicans 


will have to reconsider him as a presidential candidate; 


if he wins by a 


whisker, he will not have much _more than the New York delegation at the 


next national convention. 

The other states in which potential Repub- 
lican presidential candidates are running 
are Ohio, where former Gov. John W. 
Bricker is after the Senate seat held by 
James W. Huffman, Democrat, and Calhfor- 
nia, where Gov. Earl Warren, wearing both 
Republican and Democratic colors, is certain 
of re-election. 

Dewey's opponent is Senator James M. 
Mead, 61 years old, of Buffalo, who has 
had 28 years of Washington service in the 
House and Senate. He is the nominee of 
the Democratic, American Labor and Lib- 
eral parties. 


Observers Forecast 
‘Dewey Victory by 250,000. 


The present betting odds are four to one 
that Dewey will outdistance Mead; that 
is, a Dewey supporter has to put up $4 to 
win $1. Competent local political observers 
forecast that the Governor will be returned 
by a minimum majority of 250,000. They 
ean foresee a possibility that if there is a 
real swing against the local Democrats and. 
the Washington administration, the figure 
will reach 500,000. Dewey won in 1942 by 
a majority of 243,786 over the combined 
vote of John J. Bennett Jr. (Dem.) and 
Dean Alfange (American Labor). 

Mead was re-elected Senator in 1940, 
when he*had the Democratic and American 
Labor nominations, by a margin of 405,914 
over Republican 
Bruce Barton. Mead 
has been a great vote- 
getter and has won 
17 consecutive elec- 
tions, beginning in 
1913 when he was 
elected to the Erie 
County Board of 
Supervisors with an 
eight-vote majority. 

Mead’s running 
mate, former, Gover- 
nor Herbert H. /Leh- 
man, 68 years old, 
who is seeking to 
succeed Mead in the 
Senate, has also been 
a big  vote-getter. 

Where Mead has been 

strong upstate, Lebh- 

man’s principal sup- 

port has come from 

the five boroughs of 

New York City. He 

defeated Dewey in 

the 1938 governorship race by 64,394 votes. 
His much larger previous majorities were 
cut down by a vicious anti-Semitic campaign 
upstate. He was elected lieutenant gover- 
nor in 1928, re-elected in 1930, and was 
elected governor in 1932 when Franklin D. 
Roosevelt won the presidency. His latest 
public offices was Director General of the 
United Nations Relief and Rehabilitation 
Administration. 


Democrats Not Happy 
Over Their Prospects. 


Lehman’s Republican opponent is Irving 
M. Ives, 50 years old, of Norwich, majority 


leader of the State Assembly, chairman of) 


the non-partisan Joint Legislative Commit- 
tee on Industrial and Labor Relations and 
sponsor of the state anti-race discrimination 
act. 

Experienced dopesters figure that Dewey 
will run about 200,000 te 250,000 votes 
ahead of Ives, who is not so well known. 
If this is borne out, Ives may be defeated, 
but will sail along on Dewey's coattails if 
the Governor gets a whopping majority. 

Democratic campaign headquarters offi- 
clals are not happy over Mile prospects. 
Mead and Lehman were their heaviest vote 
getters with Roosevelt, but, they ask, will 
that hold true under Truman. To outsiders, 
the tipoff came when James A. Farley, 
former Postmaster General, former Demo- 
cratic National Chairman and former Demo- 
cratic State Chairman, decided to take a 
walk—to Europe and Asia—so he would 
not have to participate in the campaign. 

’ Farley, because he thought he had been 
double-crossed 1 Roosevelt and Mead in 
1942 when the late President insisted that 
Mead and not Bennett get the gubernatorial 


nomination, swore’ that Mead would rue the 


day he let his name remain before the State 
convention. Although Farley beat the Pres- 
ident and Mead by putting over Bennett in 
the Brooklyn convention, the American 
Labor party nominated its own candidate, 
Alfange, and Bennett was defeated by 
Dewey. Farley refused to attend the con- 
vention this year wren it became evident 
that Mead would be nominated. He has 
announced that as an organization Demo- 
crat he would vote the Democratic ticket 
if he is in the country on election day. 

In the heat of the 1942 controversy, Far- 
ley said “‘Mead would make a terrible Gov- 
ernor.” The Republicans are expected to 
make billboard use of this Democratic de- 
nunciation. 

Democratic hopes rest on the expected 
energetic organization work of the CIO-PAC, 
the N.C.-PAC, the American Labor party 
and the Liberal party. 


Registration Is Up 

Over Comparable Year. 

“Organized labor will put over the ticket 
this year,” a Democratic spokesman told 
the Post-Dispatch at headquarters. ‘The 
biggest factor will be the registration. If 
it is high, our chances will be much better; 
if it’s down, we’ve. got a hard fight.” 

On paper, the Democrats have had their 
hopés fulfilled. Registration in the five 
metropolitan boroughs, completed last 

Saturday night, 
showed an _ increase 
of 592,394 or 28 per 
cent over the com- 
parable state election 
year of 1942. Regis- 
tration in 57 large 
cities and villages up- 
state, generally Re- 
publican strongholds, 
was up only 71,325 or 
7 per cent over 1942. 

Paul E. Fitzpatrick, 
Democratic State 
Chairman; Hyman 
Blumberg, American 
Labor Party Chair- 
man, and Dr. John L. 
Childs, Liberal Party 
Chairman, each 
claimed this week 
that the compara- 
tively heavy city reg- 
istration was indica- 
tive of Democratic 
victory. 

Republicans deny this interpretation of 
the registration figures, arguing that the 
general disgust with the Washington Admin- 
istration over meat and other shortages, 
rising prices and continuing labor troubles 
has caused many voters, particularly women, 
to register so that they can show their dis- 
approval by voting Republican. “ 

The Democrats have been forced to 
change their strategy in mid-campaign. The 
original idea was that Dewey, the head of 
the ticket, should be forced to confine him- 
self to state issues, while the Democrats 
would try to run Roosevelt for one more 
victory. 


Dewey Has Given 
Sound Administration. 


This plan did no: catch on with the voters, 
first, because of the confusion in Washing- 
ton, and second because Dewey has given 
a “sound administration’’—to use the phrase 
of impartial observers—that is hard to 
attack.

Stalin, Khrushchev, Shvernik. This handfu) 
of men who make the policies have dedi- 
cated their lives to the establishment of a 
Communist society throughout the world, 
and for it they exact incredible sacrifices 
from 200 million people who inhabit one- 
sixth of the earth. They are hardheaded 
politicians with no illusions, They change 
their tactics when necessary, co-operating 
with other nations and government when it 
is to their advantage, but they are convinced 
that communism and capitalism can never 
live together and that sooner or later one will 
triumph over the other. The government 
revolves around this point; all its activities 
are motivated by the determination to keep 
the scales of history tipped at all times in 
its favor. 

All the important. political, economic, 
executive, and legislative decisions of the 
U.S.S.R. are made by these fourteen men, 
For example, decisions issued officially by 
the Council of Ministers actually are made 
by the Politburo. It is the real govern- 
ment of the U.S.S.R. and the ruling power 
of the international Communist move- 
ment, The purpose of this article is to 
describe the members of the Politburo and 
to tell how they operate. 

The constitution of the U.S.S.R., “‘the most 
democratic constitution in the°world,” in the 
chapter headed ‘‘The Electoral System,’ de- 
crees that “‘The right to nominate candidates 
is secured to public organizations and so0- 
cieties of the working people; Communist 
party organizations, trade unions, co-oper- 
atives, youth organizations, and cultural 
societies.”” What these words add up to, of 
course, is that the Communist party, the 
only political party in the U.S.S.R, repre- 
sents ‘‘the citizens’ not with a choice of 
candidates but with a list of pre-chosen can- 
didates for whom they vote. 


Six Million Members 


In Communist Party. 


There are six million members in the 
party, approximately another 20 million in 
the Komsomol (Young Communist League). 
The party’s official governing body, the 
Central Committee, consists of 72 members 
and 68 alternates, with Stalin as the Secre- 
tary General. Theoretically the Central 
Committee elects three executive branches: 


the Party Control Commission, responsible 
for the discipline and training of party mem- 
bers, the Organization Bureau (Orgburo), 
and the Political Bureau (Politburo) or con- 
trolling executive committee of the Centra) 
Committee. 


Many people abroad, and the over- 
whelming mass of the population of the 
U.S.S.R. (whether party members or not), 
still believe that this holds true in prac- 
tice. This is a profound misconception. 
Even before the Revolution there was a 
ruling executive committee of the party, 
although the Politburo was not formally 
organized until the Eighth Congress in 
March, 1919. The members then were 
Lenin, Trotsky, Stalin, Kamenev, and Buk- 
harin. The membership was enlarged and

VICTOR KRAVCHENKO was a member 
of the Communist party for fifteen years. 
He had been chief engineer and director of 
metallurgical plants and trust, and head of 
the * wartime Department of Engineering 
Armament of the R.S.F.S.R. before he came 
to the United States as an economic emissary 
to the Soviet Purchasing Commission. He 
broke away from both party and government 
in 1944.

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had been smashed, some members had 
been shot, and some exiled to the north or 
to Siberia. Of some 140 members and 
deputies then on the Central Committee, 
only about 20 remained. Twelve of those 
20 are today full or deputy members of 
the Politburo. During the Eighteenth 
Congress and at the 1941 Conference it 
was not the Central Committee that elect- 
ed the Politburo but the other way round: 
the Politburo picked a subservient Cen- 
tral Committee and keeps it subservient 
by appointing new members of its choice. 

The lives of the 14 rulers of the U.S.S.R. 
are veiled from their countrymen as well as 
from the peoples of the outside world. I 
have seen every one of them, many of them 
frequently, and none of them resembles in 
“ice or figure the portraits made of him by 
court painters, sculptors or photographers. 
Most of them are flabby, unhealthy, over- 
weight from long sitting: -Their complexions 
are sallow. They all look: much older than 
they are represented to be. 

Unlike Lenin, Bukharin, and other early 
revolutionaries, the members of the Polit- 
buro are not multilingual, well-traveled in- 
tellectuals or political philosophers. Most 
of them come from workers’ families, only 
a few are well educated. They are tough, 


competent executives who know their jobs 
and carry them out ruthlessly and efficient- 
ly. Six of the 14 (Molotov, Zhdanov, 
Khrushchev, Malenkov, Bulganin, and Voz- 
nesenski) have had a higher education in 
whole or in part. All have had varied and 
tremendous practical experience. Only five 
(Stalin, Zhdanov, Mikoyan, Molotov and 
Voroshilov) have been abroad, and only for 
short times, in the course of their jobs. 
Not one knows any appreciable amount of 
English. 


Politburo Members 
From Workers’ Families. 


Their external appearance varies greatly; 
some of them wear civilian suits and neck- 
ties; many wear uniforms of military cut, 
imitating Stalin; some have heavy Stalin- 
esque mustaches, others are clean-shaven. 
Yet despite their external differences, these 
men are politically identical. If any one of 
them should lose faith he would be hurled 
out of the Politburo and the Central Com- 
mittee of the party, and his life would be at 
and end. They all know that, of course, 
and they dare not forget it for a single in- 
stant. 

Ten members of the Politburo have the 
vote. The four deputies have only consulta- 
tive power, although they take an active 
part in discussions and in the actual opera- 
tion of the Politburo, The Politburo never 
convenes in the big Central Committee office 
building, where as the executive organ of 
the committee it presumably should, but only 
in the Kremlin, the official seat of the So- 
viet Government. There are two places in 
the Kremlin, where the Politburo holds ses- 
sions: one a large meeting room not far 
from Stalin’s study, the other a room in his 
personal office suite. In the meeting room 
a marble bust of Lenin, portraits of Lenin, 
Engels, and Marx, surround their political 
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Fourteen Men Form the Inner Core of Russia's Government and 
- nulng Power of the International Communities Movement 
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descendants with symbolic reminders of con- 
stancy to their doctrines. This room and 
Stalin's personal study are the two official 
places in the whole U.S.S.R. that do not 
contain portraits of Stalin. Whether at the 
long able in the study or at the round table 
covered with green baize in the oval meeting 
room, the members are seated clockwise in 
alphabetical order. The first seat in this 
order is Andreyev’s. Stalin is in tweisis 
place, near the end. When the meeting be- 
gins, however, Stalin assumes the lead. The 
power in the land goes into action counter- 
clock wise. 

Each day when the Boss steps into his 
office he finds a report on achievements in 
industrial planning and agriculture. The 
true figures on economic progress are 
known only to the members of the Politburo. 
(The head of each ministry knows nothing 
beyond the figures relating to his own de- 
partment. An entirely different set of figures 
In his various ca- 
pacities as Secretary General of the Central 
Committee of the party, as a member of the 
Politburo and the Organization Bureau of 
the party, as a member of the Supreme 
Soviet of the U.S.S.R., as Minister of De- 
fense, as President of the Council of Minis- 
ters, and as Marshal of the Red Army, Stalin 
draws three separate salaries. He receives 
and checks the reports mot only of the 
Ministry of Finance but also of the Ministry 
of State Security and the NKVD (Internal 
Affairs), concerning the state of mind of 
subject citizens, the conduct of high-ranking 
bureaucrats, political and economic difficul- 
ties, foreign policy, and foreign counter- 
espionage. He also checks the reports of 
the Ministry of Government Control, the 
Supreme Court, the Attorney Geheral, the 
State Planning Commission, 


Stalin Is Assisted 
By Number of Deputies. 


He has a clear mind, inexhaustible 
stamina, vast political experience, bound- 
less practical knowledge, Yet it would be 
a mistake to believe that one man could 
possibly compass such a mass of detail. 
He has many official deputies. For ex- 
ample, as President of the Council of Min- 
isters he has fifteen, as Minister for De 
fense thirteen, as Secretary of the Cen- 
tral Committee of the party three. His 
chancellery (his personal office staff) is 
the best in the U.S.S.R. It is headed by 
Poskrebyshev, a man with a shaven skull 
and a face that looks perpetually short 
of sleep. Probably no member of the 
Politburo is as keenly aware of Stalin’s 
capacities as Poskrebyshev. He knows 
Stalin and he knows everything that hap- 
pens in the Politburo. He is a member 
of the Central Committee of the party and 
has recently been given the title of Gen- 
eral, 

Despite his mountain of work, Stalin likes 
to read both foreign and native books. His 
favorite authors are the satirist Saltykov- 
Shehedrin, Chekhov, and von Clausewitz. 
He knows Communist literature thoroughly 
Marx, Engels, Lenin, he consults constant- 
ly—to quote or to falsify his heritage from 
them. He likes to play billiards, loves 
music in an amateurish way, and hag a 
penchant for folk songs. His most intimate 
friends are Politburo members VoroéBiloy, 
Mikoyan, and Molotov. 

Stalin is the No. 1 dictator, but Mikoyan, 
Molotov, Voroshilov, Andreyev, Beria, Vos- 
nesenski, Malenkov, Zhdanov, are all dicta- 
tors, if only of the second magnitude, Each 
of them makes an untold number of de- 
cisions affecting the land and the people. 
There is not in the Soviet Union any dicta- 
torship of the proletariat, and no dictator- 
ship of the party. There is not even a 
dictatorship of the Central Committee of 
the party. In the Soviet Union there ex-

enact a Federal anti-lynch law. 

In contrast to the Rooseveltian years, the 
Democrats are patently on the defensive. 
Dewey is proud of his state records, and 


one of his most telling arguments is: 

“The one simple, central issue of this 
campaign is a contrast between two kinds 
of government. The basic question before 
the people of our state on election day will 
be this: Do you want to bring to Albany 
the kind of government we have in Wash- 
ington right now? Or do you want to main- 
tain the kind of government we have had 
in New York State during the past four 
years?” 

State governments, whether under Demo- 
cratic or Republican administrations, for the 
past six years have had a much easier time 
of it, financially, industrially and econom- 
ically, than was possible for Washington. 
But in view of the present confusion in 
Washington and the general discontent 
throughout the nation, Dewey's legitimate 
question has not been answered effectively 
by the-Democrats. Unless all signs fall, the 
voters will answer Nov. 5 by giving the 
Governor a vote of confidence and a head- 
start for the 1948 Republican presidential

What Fascism Is 


The gallows at Nuernberg ended a regime; it 
could not kill the ghastly, corrupt and inhuman 
impulses which created the regime. Hitler, 
Goering and the rest have returned to the dust, 
but the things they stood for live everywhere in 
the minds of other men, and the world must be 
on guard lest Fascism—once supreme in Ger- 
many, Italy and Japan—should again become 
triumphant. 

What is Fascism? It is, above all, a social 
system that breeds on ignorance and misunder- 
standing and, though defeated by force of arms 
in its worst manifestations, remains dangerous 
through ignorance and misunderstanding. It is 
well that the Library of Congress will prepare a 
report for the American people, to the end that 
they may recognize Fascism and be armed 
against it. 

To many Americans Fascism has been no more 
than a name for Germans, Italians or Japanese. 
To others it means anti-Semitism, or demagogu- 
ery, or dictatorship, or sheer political gang- 
sterism. Out of his deep and bitter experience, 
Thomas Mann once described it as “a revolution 
without ideas, opposed to ideas, to everything 
better, higher, decent.” 


How Il Duce Defined It 


Yet none of these definitions is entirely cor- 
rect. If Nazism seemed without ideas, it was be- 
cause it had none which a man of Mr. Mann’s 
intellectual stature might recognize as such. As 
for dictatorship, or anti-Semitism, these have 
existed for ages past. 

Probably the best simple declaration on Fascism 
came from its prime creator, Mussolini. He said, 
“Fascism is reaction.” So Fascism did have ideas. 
Il Duce’s came from the anti-liberal Italian phi- 
losopher Pareto, who saw history as a succes- 
sion of dominant minorities, or aristocracies. His 
theory of the “elite” did honor to Machiavelli, 
and was an effective counterpart to Nietzsche’s 
idea of the “superman,” which Nazis adored. 

Mussolini and Hitler took this ancient and per- 
sistent idea of government by the chosen few 
and applied it to modern industrial society. But 
who were the elite? They were not just party 
officers. They included the military, agricul- 
tural and industrial leaders of the nation, bond- 
ed together to defend their social status quo. 

Fascism was not only reaction, but counter- 
revolution. It arose everywhere under threat 
to the existing order. In Germany, Italy, Aus- 
tria and Spain, Fascism came in answer to the 
economic threat of depression, and to the politi- 
cal threat of democracy, which allowed Socialism 
to haunt the tottering rulers. 


Who Paid for Dictators? 


This alliance of wealth with political power 
was described by Soviet Gen. Nikitchenko of the 
Nuernberg tribunal, in his dissent on the ac- 
quittal of Hjalmar Schacht. He recounted how 
Schacht raised money for the Nazis, gathered the 
industrialists together in support of Hitler and 
then directed the economy which armed the 
Axis war machine. 

Elsewhere the record was the same. In Italy, 
the General Industrial Confederation filled the 
coffers of the Blackshirts. Austrian Fascism had 
the help of Fritz Mandel, the munitions king, 
now removed to Argentina. In Spain, the Duke 
of Alba, principal landowner, and Juan March, 
steel-maker, put solid backing behind Franco. 

Those students who think that Fascism sold 
out its wealthy promoters cite the case of Fritz 
Thyssen, German steel magnate who eventually 
fled from Hitler. It is true that Fascism edged 
its politicos into the economic overlordship, and 


Goering became Germany’s steel baron. But the 
Krupps remained. So did most of the tycoons, 
and in Germany their profits soared on rearma- 
ment. In Spain, Juan March and Co. was re- 
warded with a monopoly of trade with England. 
After capturing the mass means of communi- 
cation to assure its dictatorship, the first thing 
that Fascism did was to suppress labor. It banned 
strikes, relegated unions to a minor syndicate in 
the corporate state and left workers subservient 
to state capitalism. Health insurance and vaca- 
tion joy-rides for labor were only sugar-coating. 


Reaction’s Window-Dressing 


In the Nazis’ original 25-point political pro- 
gram, the five so-called “socialistic” planks were 
never heeded at all, and never meant to be. 
These called for abolition of unearned income, 
nationalization of trusts, profit-sharing, expropri- 
ation of land and municipalization of department 
stores in behalf of small merchants. 

Instead, profits were restricted to a few, Jun- 
kers kept their lands and the middle class suf- 
fered. The author of the National Socialist pro- 
gram, Gottfried Feder, was shelved with a sine- 
cure. And the Nazis proceeded with other planks, 
such as expulsion of Jews, creation of a huge 
army, destruction of parliamentary government, 
and of federalism, as the only way to make their 
dictatorship work. 

Hitler has been called a great social-psycholo- 
gist for learning how to channel hatred against 
the Jews for all Germany’s miseries. But that 
is a lesson easily come by, as our own Ku Klux 
Klan shows. The Klan has been anti-Semitic in 
New Jersey, anti-Negro in the South and anti- 
Catholic in Indiana. Fascism seeks everywhere 
for a popular hatred. 

But demagoguery is only window-dressing, and 
dictatorship a method. Both are ancient tech- 
niques. Behind them, Fascism guards its rul- 
ers of contemporary society—the economic lords, 
military lackeys and political cohorts. Together 
they proceed to “live dangerously,” and go mer- 
rily on to war. If the loot is good, they let it 
trickle down to the people as noblesse oblige. 


Warning From the Kingfish 


Finally, Fascism is so dangerous that it cannot 
even live with itself. Its illegal power quest pits 
cabal against cabal within, and force against 
force among the nations. Fascism has come to 
some nations for fear of Fascism in others. Its 
piracy spreads on to destruction. 

Rational or not, Fascism is an idea. It is a 
dream of reaction, of a return to a well-ordered 
society where an aristocracy of some kind ruled 
and the masses knew their place. It contains ac- 
companying hatreds, a fear of Communism and 
an assumed contempt for democracy which 
amount to a fear of its own inferiority and weak- 
ness. No military venture could destroy these 
ideas, and so the danger remains. 

Nor can America easily escape the peril. We 
have our Ku Klux Klan, our race hatreds. We 
have an astonishing ignorance of the civil rights 
which support democracy, as a recent public poll 
showed. We have our “big men” who, in 1932, 
admired Mussolini and called for a “strong man.” 
And we have had our Huey Longs, and a warn- 
ing from the Kingfish himself that Fascism could 
come to the United States under the guise of 
anti-Fascism, 

Our protection will be recognition by all 
Americans of what Fascism is and where it 
ledds. The Library of Congress can perform a 
major public service in making the facts avail- 
able to all. Fascism is nurtured on ignorance, 
but understanding will snuff it out. 
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An Art Show for All the Family 


St. Louis has known the frontier painter, Wi- 
mar, chiefly through the long since ruined 
murals at the Old Courthouse. He was much 
better than his renovators have left him, as the 
exhibition of 100 of his paintings and sketches 
at the City Art Museum shows. The Indian 
paintings done under the restraints of Duessel- 
dorf in the 1850s may have been posed and 
formal.

The Art Museum exhibition, which Director 
Rathbone has assembled from both coasts as 
well as the Middle West, has turned up some 
Wimars whose whereabouts were unknown here. 
It is a show so interesting historically and eth- 
nologically that efforts should be made t\ ex- 
hibit it elsewhere before it is broken up. Cer- 
tainly it should have a generous stay in Forest 
Park. Everyone is interested in Indians and 
Wimar was the frontier painter who, with George 
Catlin, did most to capture their life and dress 
on contemporary canvas, 
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A Strange Use of Picketing 

The CIO seamen’s unions have discovered a 
strange use of the picket weapon—the use of 
dense marching cordons of pickets to encircle, 
and throttle the business of, newspapers critical 
of them and their policies. 

A few days ago CIO seamen employed from 
3000 to 5000 marching pickets to embarrass the 
New York Times after it printed a critical ar- 
ticle by its columnist, Hanson Baldwin. The 
pickets were withdrawn only after the manag- 
ing editor of the Times agreed to print an ar- 
ticle explaining that Baldwin’s stand was not the 
editorial stand of the paper, and to print also 
an answer to Baldwin by union officials. 

Day before yesterday the Portland (Me.) Herald- 
Express was picketed in the same way after it 
printed an editorial quoting Baldwin’s article 
and opposing the unionization of blue-water sea- 
men, The Press-Herald stood its ground, offer- 
ing only to print, as usual, a letter replying to 
the editorial. Before Jong the pickets dispersed. 

. The Post-Dispatch, unlike Baldwin, believes 
that sailors have every right to organize for col- 
lective bargaining. But sailors are undemo- 
cratic, dictatorial and self-defeating when they 
employ strong-arm methods to answer critics. 

Any respectable newspaper gives its critics 
space for dissent. Even if it did not, other 
newspapers and periodicals, the radio and pick- 
eting by riormal delegations would offer means 
of protest. When any group is not content to 
submit its case to full publicity and to a deci-

sion of popular opinion, its case must be weak. 

The case of the seamen just now is weak in- 
deed, for the nation is bedeviled by its third or 
fourth major maritime strike this year. The 
maritime unions are resentful of the consequent 
criticism, but nothing justifies a strong-arm at- 
tack on freedom to publish the news and diverse 
opinions of the news. 
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One Lesson Man Has Learned 


Is war inevitable? At a time when the cynic’s 
answer is not only easy but all too common, a 
paragraph from Secretary Byrnes’s report on 
the Peace Conference is particularly. heartening. 
For centuries, he reminds us, 


devout men and women thought it was nec- 
essary to fight with one another to preserve 
their different religious beliefs, But through 
long and bitter experience they learned that 
the only way to protect their own religious 
beliefs is to respect and recognize the rights 
of others to their religious beliefs. 


It is—or at least can be—the same with the 
rights of nations to hold and practice beliefs 
which some nations do not share. Other issues 
enter in, but basically the question of war's in- 
evitability is the question of tolerance. Freedom 
of thought means, as the late Justice Holmes 
said, “not free thought for those who agree with 
us but freedom for the thought that we hate.” 
The fundamental is the same whether applied to 
individuals, groupe—or nations.

Modern Master 


BOARDMAN ROBINSON, by Albert Christ-Janer,

Boardman Robinson flashed like a rocket | 


over the field of American cartooning and 
left it radioactive to such an extent that 
his influence will] be felt for years to come, 
even by many who may never haces heard 
of him. 

Albert Christ-Janer, museum and library 
director of Cranbrook Academy of Art, re- 
cords the still continuing career of Amer- 
ica’s master draftsman in a handsome vol- 
ume which includes a catalogue of his work 
and essays by Arnold Blanch and Adolf 
Dehn, There are also nine color plates and 
132 black and white reproductions, 


* Robinson was born in 1876 in Nova Sco- 
tia, where his father was, at the age of 19, 
commander of a sailing ship. There is much 
in the artist of those iron men who manned 
wooden ships in the days of sail, A tall, 
powerful figure, he has the rugged appear- 
ance of one who might have spent his years 
at sea and this impression is emphasized 
by the broad simplicity of his drawings, 
which suggest sweeping majesty of the sea 
and the understanding of one who has 
looked long at far horizons. 


Riding Out the Squalls 


Like a good sailor, Robinson set his 
eourse and stuck to it despite economic 
squalls. There was no such word as com- 
promise in the log of his art career and 
just because of that America had a com- 
paratively brief glimpse of one of the very 
great masters of black and white serving 
in the’ demanding field of daily journalism, 


After early studies at Massachusetts Nor- 
mal Art School, Robinson went to Paris. 
There he was influenced especially by the 
drawings and studies of Rembrandt, and 
by Forain's drawings in Figaro. Photo- 
engraving had entered the field of repro- 
duction and crayon and ink drawings re- 
placed the lithographs which Daumier had 
done earlier on stone. Robinson regrets 
now that he was not forced to draw on the 
lithograph stone in those early days and

it is indeed a great loss that so many of 
his drawings appeared and disappeared in 
current publications. 


Returning to America, Robinson found 
difficulty in making a living. His work 
was too advanced for the art editors and 
he refused to turn to the dull manufacture 
they demanded. The Masses under the 
editorship of Max WHustman gathered a 
brilliant group of contributors, Robinson 


_ among them, but it was purely a labor of 


love. In 1907 the Morning Telegraph en- 
gaged him and gave him free range as a 
sort of pictorial reporter. It.was not long 
before his work made an impression and in 
1910 he went to the New York Tribune as 
editorial cartoonist. 


Newspaper Cartooning Days 


American newspaper cartoons of that 
time were drawn in pen and ink, Robinson 
brought with him from Paris the modern 
version of the old lithograph in which the 
artist made his drawing on grained paper 
and reproduction was by the same photo- 
engraving process used for pen and ink 
cartoons. But Robinson's contribution to 
cartooning was something more than a 
purely mechanical process. He brought to 
the field the same great breadth of view 
and simplicity of presentation which char- 
acterized all of his work, 


Daily journalism would have been too 
restricted for one of Robinson's genius. 
Cutting expenses because of heavy cable 
tolls at the outbreak of World War I ended

his career on the Tribune and after some 
free-lance work he left on an ass 

with John Reed to cover the war on the 
Eastern front for the Metropolitan maga- 
zine. In 1920 he contributed anonymous 
cartoons to Harvey's Weekly. The follow- 
ing year he covered the Arms Conference 
in Washington for the Baltimore Sun and 
1922 found him in London working for 
the Outlook, 


This is a rather brief glimpse of Robin- 
son's journalistic phase. Along with his 
appearances in publications, Robinson kept 
the course he had set for himself in art. 
He was always a serious student of art 
and life and a great reader and experimen- 
ter in pictorial methods. When his bril- 
liant drawings flashed onto a page it was 
like a breath of life, full of the power and 
authority of a great master. 


Anchorage in Painting 


Inevitably, such a man must devote more 
and more of his time to painting. In 1930 
Robinson made a major change by moving 
to Colorado Springs, where he became di- 
rector of the Art Department of Fountain 
Valley School and later director of the Art 
School at the Colorado Springs Fine Arts 
center, where he is now working. 


The change to the West meant no change 
of basic course on Robinson's part. In a 
certain sense it meant an anchorage and 
protection from economic squalls. The great 
Rockies challenged and intrigued the man 
of the sea, there seemed to be something 
in common in these great forces of nature 
which gave him a kinship with both. 


Aside from his teaching, a career in ft- 
self, Robinson has done superb book illus- 
trations for “The Brothers Karamazov,” 
“The Idiot,” “King Lear,” “Moby Dick” and 
“Spoon River Anthology.” He has also 
painted murals and easel pictures, This re- 
viewer has not seen his actual murals, only 
reproductions of them, and it would be un- 
fair to judge a 12-foot mural in color by 
a six-inch black and white reproduction. 
But Robinson has reputation enough in 
black and white to rank him with the 
greatest of the old masters.

WICE postponed because of the prolonged sessions and debates of 
the Paris peace conference, the United Nations General Assembly 
will open a history-making session Wednesday at its temporary 


quarters on the old world’s fair site on Flushing Meadows with its 
tentative agenda packed with controversia] issues. 


The greatest international gath- 


ering in the United States since 
the San Francisco conference, the 
meeting will be historic not only 
because it is “the first meeting of 
the legislative body of the United 
Nations in this country, but be- 
cause of the many vital problems 
which will come before the As- 
sembly for action. 

The world diplomats will be 
welcomed personally by President 
Truman, who will 
_ opening session. 

The Assembly's first meeting — 
tre first half of the present ses- 
sion — was held last January 
and February in London. Its prin- 
cipal talk then was' to set up the 
complicated machinery of the new 
world organization. 

At the coming meeting it will 
be called on to act on such varied 
and important questions as: 


Possible action against Franco 
Spain, 

Care of Europe’s million war 
refugees. 

Use of the veto in the Secur- 
ity Council. 

Plans for reconstruction of 
war devastated areas. 

Selection of a site for perma- 
nent U. N. headquarters. 

Creation of a U, N. trusteeship 
council, 

Perhaps, the future of Pales- 


ne, 
Russia’s demand for a report 
on foreign troops located in 
former non-enemy states, This | 
includes United States troops in 

China, Iceland and Panama and 

British troops in Iraq, Greece, 

Trans-Jordan and Indonesia, 

These, of course, are only a few 
of the issues which wil] be dis- 
cussed in more than 300 commit- 
tee meetings and approximately 35 
plenary sessions, which may keep 
the delegates busy until well 
along in December. 

, Wide Range of Issues. 

As the legislative body of the U. 
N., the assembly is a sort of world 
parliament which may discuss 
any questions coming within the 
U. N. charter or relating to the 
functions and powers of other U. 
N. organs such as the Security 
Council, Economic and_ Social 
Council, Trusteeship Council, In- 
ternational Court of Justice, and 
the Secretariat. 

Every member state is repre- 
sented by five delegates and five 
alternates, although each state has 
only one vote. The delegates and 
alt.rnates will sit in the blue and 
gold assembly chamber at Flush- 
i: r Meadows, 

Like the United States Congress, 
much of the assembly's work will 
be done in committee meetings, 
which will be held at the United 
Nations interim headquarters at 


Lake Success, 12 miles farther out 


on Long Island. 

Most of the first week will be 
devoted to plenary meetings, where 
members of the various delega- 
tions will address the assembly in 
general debate on international 
questions and items on the agenda. 

Items on the agenda then will 
be assigned to the six main com- 
mittees. After several weeks of 
committee deliberation, the com- 
mittees will present their reports 
and resolutions to the assembly in 
plenary meeting. Top items on the 
provisional agenda, in point of in- 
terest, are the veto question and 
the Security Council's report, 
which will offer an opportunity for 
debate on the controversial Span- 
ish and Iranian issues, as well as 
other cases which have been Con- 
sidered by the council. . 

Fight On Veto Power. 

Australia’s blunt-spoken minis- 
ter of external affairs, Herbert V 
Evatt, and Cuba’s ambassador to 
Washington, Guillermo Belt, are 
expected to lead the fight for limi- 
tation of the use of the veto by the 
five permanent members of the 
Security Council. 

Evatt wants limitations of any 
kind, even if nothing more than 
an agreement among the five 
major powers, but Belt has served 
notice that he will attempt to have 
the U.N. charter amended to elim- 
inate the veto entirely. 

The campaign against the veto 
was started after, several dele 
gates had objected to what they 
termed “excessive use” of the 
privilege by Soviet delegate An- 
drei A. Gromyko. 

After debate in the assembly, 
the veto question is likely to be 
referred to the political and se- 
curity committee, headed by white- 
haired Dmitri Manuilsky, foreign 
minister of the Soviet Ukraine, 

Spanish Question. 

Since the Spanish case, growing 
out of Poland’s demand for a 
worldwide diplomatic break with 
the Franco regime, is still on the 
Security's Council agenda, the As- 
sembly will be limited to discus- 
sion only, unless the Council 


agrees to drop the case to give' 


the Assembly a free hand. 
» Under the charter, the Assembly 
may not make recommendations 
on issues which are before the 
Security Council. Some delegations 
have indicated, however, that they 
would attempt to get the case off 
the Council’s agenda in time for 
Assembly action. 

Palestine Problem. 

While the Palestine question is 
not on the provisional agenda, 
both Egypt and Iraq have indicat- 
ed that they probably would bring 
it up if negotiations with the 
British failed to produce an agree- 
ment before the Assembly met,

The Assembly also will have to 
act on a long list of questions 
submitted by the Economic and 
Social Council.

the reconstruction of war devas- 
tate. areas of Europe. 
Membership Applications 

Other matters awaiting action: 

Action on the membership ap- 
plications of Sweden, Iceland 
and Afghanistan, which al- 
ready have been approved by 
the Security Council. 

Election of three new 
members to the Security Council 
to replace the Netherlands, 
Mexico and Egypt, whose terms 
expire Dec. 31. 


Election of six new members 
to the Economic and Social 
Council to fill seats now held. by 
the United States, Greece, Leba- 
non, Colombia, Yugoslavia and 
the Ukraine. The United States 
is expected to be re-elected. 

Approval of a site for perma- 
nent U.N. headquarters, The 
assembly will have before it a 


list of five potential sites, of 
varying size, in Westchester 
County, N.Y., but there have 


been persistent reports that ef- 
forts would be made to have 
the assembly change its London 
decision and select the World’s 
Fair site, San Francisco or even 
a city in Europe. 

A special committee, in charge 
of arrangements, has recommend- 
ed that all meetings of the assem- 
bly and its committees be open to 
the press, radio and the genera! 
public. 


Many delegations of the 51- 
member nations already are on 
hand completing last-minute prep- 
arations for the six to eight weeks 
of deliberations. 


By the time assembly President 
Paul-Henri Spaak of Belgium raps 
the opening gavel, New York’s 
hotels will be jammed with more 
than 5000 delegates, alternates and 
staff assistants. 


Among this great assemblage, 
gathered from all corners of the 
world, will be such top-ranking 
diplomats as United States Secre- 
tary of State James F, Byrnes, 
soviet foreign minister V. M.

UNRRA ACCUSED OF FORCING

HE British Parliament reas- 

sembled recently for the au- 

tumn session. There have been 
no significant changes in the 
makeup of the parties since the 
House went into recess. three 
months ago. 


Prime Minister Clement Attlee’s 
Cabinet reshuffle was a routine af- 
fair of adjustment, based on the 
results shown by the ministers 
concerned in the last 15 months. 
Attlee has had a chance to gauge 
the capabilities of his lieutenants, 
and has cut out some of the dead- 
wood and perhaps eliminated some 
minor sources of friction. It would 
be a mistake to read into his 
changes any indication of serious 
trouble within the ranks of the 
Labor party. 


The members of the Labor Gov- 
ernment will no doubt return to 
their heavy program of legislation 
feeling refreshed and invigorated 
by the recess, but it is hoped in 
Conservative circles that Herbert 
Morrison, Lord President of the 
Council and Leader of the Com- 
mons, may let up a little on the 
speed with which he forced im- 
portant measures through the 
House in the last session. 


Can Work in Shifts. 


The Government has a sufficent 
majority to enable it to work 
under a system of shifts, and still 
be assured of carrying through 
legislation without fear of being 
outvoted. 


The Conservatives are numer- 
ically too inferior to survive a 
sustained series of all-night sit-' 
tings and still maintain their rel- 
ative strength on the floor of the 
House. 


The Government boasts of the 
overwhelming “mandate” given to 
it by the people in 1945, but vic- 
tory in a general election, by how- 
ever imposing a margin, does not 
constitute the right to bludgeon 
aside opposition by sheer weight 
of numbers. 


There can be no doubt that the 
government will pursue, in the 
main, its avowed course of na- 
tionalization of industry, and it 
was well said, at the recent Con- 
servative party conference. at 
Blackpool, that “it will not be 
possible to unscramble the egg.”

The Communists are in the po- 
sition of a company whose shares 
have fallen on the New York mar- 
ket, on the strength of a rumor, 
while all the time the mine 18 
turning out as much gold as it 
ever did. In other words, the chief 
loss to the Communists is in their 
military reputation abroad, not in 
their military position in China. 
The truth of this estimate can 
easily be checked. 

The ‘Communists fought the 
Japanese all through the war 
without having, as a base, any 
city anything like the size or in- 
dustrial importanceeof Kalgan. 
The Japanese were a much more 
formidable enemy than the Kuo- 
mintang armies, in spite of the 
American equipment that has lav- 
ishly been used to stiffen the 
Kuomintang’s unwilling warriors. 
Therefore, the Communists are, 
to put it very cautiously, at least 
no worse off than they were when 
they were fighting the Japanese. 

Cites Conscription. 

Some other considerations de- 
serve study. The Kuomintang has 
just proclaimed that conscription 
is to be put in force again—an 
indication that either the Kuo- 
mintang has suffered a heavy 
drain of man-power in its recent 
campaigns, or else it is building 
up reserves for a long war of 
attrition. Politically, this is impor- 
tant. We do not realize how much 
it matters in China. 

With that heroic, silent, long 
suffering patience which is char- 
acteristic of them, the Chinese 
people endured conscription for 
the war against Japan, although 
they hated it. They hated it not 
because they were unwilling to 
fight a foreign invader, but be- 
cause of all the brutal, callous, 
corrupt practices of the Kuomin- 
tang, conscription was the worst. 
The rich escaped by paying 
“squeeze.” The poor were not only 
‘drafted but robbed and starved. 
Thousands died while being “pro- 
cessed.” 

Another bad sign is that the 
Kuomintang’s victories have 
brought no economic hope or con- 
fidence. Prices continue to sky- 
rocket. The official exchange rate 
between the Chinese dollar and 
the American dollar has been 
Loisted again, but the black mar- 
ket rate continues to climb fast- 
er than the official rate.

fifth of Europe’s factories were 
going. Today almost three-fourths 
are working. 


That swift recovery has meant 
that men—even while they lived 
in basements of bomb-wrecked 
houses, picked their way through 
debris-clogged streets and ate slim 
meals — have repaired factories, 
relaid railroads, drained mines, 
and plowed the fields. 


Here’s the score on Europe so 
far, It’s the first such detailed re- 
port, and it comes from a United 
Nations committee which sent in- 
vestigating teams over the Conti- 
nenet to get on-the-spot informa- 
tion. 

Food—Last year Europe turned 
out, even with the end of the 
war in its backyard, 60 per cent

of its normal crops. This year 
that went up to 80 per cent. Eu- 
rope still will have to import 12 
million tons of bread grains for 
1946-47, 


Manpower — A general labor 
shortage is beginning to show up, 
even though all the factories are 
not yet going. But there’s “spot” 
unemployment. Poland and Yugo- 
slavia both have between three 
and four million farm workers too 
many, just as they did before the 
war. And Germany and Italy have 
factory workers without jobs. The 
U.N. committee suggests a Euro- 
pean labor pool which could shift 
the jobless to spots where they’re 
needed. , 


Livestock — Europe’s animals 
were so badly killed off that it 
will take a long time before 
Europe has as much meat as be- 
fore the war. 

Coal—This was the first worry 
in all Europe, Coal was needed to 
get railroads, ships, factories and 
chemical industries going, When 
the war ended, coal mining stood 
at 57 per cent of normal in Bel- 
gium, Czechoslovakia, France, 
Germany, The Netherlands, 
Poland and the United Kingdom. 

It has been a struggle to get 
enough food for the miners, to 
find new machinery and enough 
railroad cars to haul the coal off. 

Europe’s mines are now up to 
72 per cent of production. Poland 
and France are even turning out 
more than they did in 1940. 
Poland is doing the most remark- 
able job, even though it is one of 
the most wrecked nations. 

Raw materials — The worst 
shortage is lumber. It will take 
years to grow back the forests the 
Germans cut or burned, To help 
move Swedish and Finnish timber

International conditions could 
hardly have been less propitious 
for the task of peace-making,. This 
initial peace conference met 15 
months after the armistice with 
Germany. Even then it assembled 
only because of the insistence of 
the United States. The time which 
had elasped between the conclu- 
sion of hostilities and the meet- 
ing of those charged with the re- 
sponsibility of making peace had 
permitted international rivalaries 
to make headway, and had given 
national ambitions and appetites a 
chance to grow. This delay pre- 
judiced the hope that the terms of 
a truce peace could now be laid 
down. 

The material obstacles and the 
inordinate difficulties with which 
the members of the American dele- 
gation have been confronted need 
not be minimized. But public 
opinion in the United States must 
appraise impartially and objec- 
tively the nature of the initial 
peace terms now laid down by 
the conference. It is necessary 
for it to judge for itself whether 
these treaties hold any reasonable 
promise of permanence, 

Criticism of Italian Treaty. 


The treaty with Italy is ob- 
viously based neither on justice 
nor on common sense. 

The total fixed for Italian 
reparations and the methods pro- 
vided for their payment can only 
retard Italy’s recovery and dan- 
gerously transform the Italian na- 
tional economy itself. 

The settlements which determine 
the new frontier between Italy 
and Yugoslavia are based on no 
ethnic nor economic principles, 
make no provision for a salutary 
transfer of populations, and pro- 
vide a lasting ground for bitter 
antagonism between the two 
neighboring countries. 

The solution found for the prob- 
iem of Trieste wholly disregards 
the unmistakable lessons to be 
drawn from the experiences of 
Danzig, flagrantly overrides the 
legitimate desires and rights of 
the Italian majority in that area, 
and affords no vestige of hope 
that Trieste will become anything 
other than an obstacle to interna- 
tional understanding and to the 
healthy economic development of 
those smaller countries of Central 
and Eastern Europe to which 
Trieste has offered the one re- 
maining free trade outlet to the 
west. 

The Dodecanese Islands have 
been rightly ceded to Greece. The 
conference, however, refused to 
relieve Greece of the responsibil- 
ity of naturalizing some 12,000 
Italians formerly resident in those 
islands, of whom a large percent- 
age are notorious Fascists. Such 
an obligation will necessarily im- 
pede all efforts of the Greek gov- 
ernment to expedite the establish- 
ment of a democratic regime in 
the Dodecanese,

U.S. OF EUROPE 


Proposed Economic Com- 
mission Would Seek 
Unity in Industrial 


Planning.

LAKE SUCCESS, Oct. 10 (AP) 
—The United Nations General As- 
sembly may consider at its first 
United States session beginning 
next Wedyesday, a proposal for an 
economic commission for Europe 
which one of its formulators calls 
“a tremendous step forward a 
United States of Europe.” 

The commission (whose mem- 
bership would be open to all 
United Nations. members in Eu- 
rope and. to the United States) 
would function under the United 
Nations. Its aim would be to help 
Europe solve the technical side 
of its postwar economic problems 
as it struggles to feed, clothe and 
house its people and to put its 
industries and finances in shape 
to increase jobs and raise living 
standards. 

Its most important function 
would be to check up on the plans 
of all countries for industrial ex- 
pansion and to make those plans 
known to all, so that each coun- 
try could shape its own plan in 
the light of knowledge of the 
whole. It also would establish 
subsidiary agencies to facilitate 
these objectives, collect and pub- 
lish information, make _ studies 
and recommendations. 

Russian Criticism of Report. 


The commission was proposed, 
along with other recommendations 
in the preliminary report of the 
temporary sub-commission on 
economic reconstruction of dev- 
astated areas which met in Lon- 
don last summer. The report, 
which covered eastern, western 
and southern Europe, Africa, Asia 
and the Far East, was presented 
to the economic and social coun- 
cil at its last session. The Rus- 
sians criticized the report on the 
ground that it was limited to long- 
term suggestions rather than im- 
mediate relief. Delegates from 
China and several South Ameri- 
can countries also voiced objec- 
tions. 

So the council voted (with re- 
served judgment from the Rus- 
sians) to reconsider the proposal 
for an economic commission for 
Europe and other recommenda- 
tions of the temporary sub com- 
mission at its next session. How- 
ever, the United Kingdom repre- 
sentative reserved the right to 
raise the question of the commis- 
sion at the general assembly meet- 
ing and a number of other coun- 
tries supported him. ' 

Isador Lubin, United States rep- 
resentative on the temporary sub- 
commission, said, in discussing the 
significance of the proposed com- 
mission to Europe’s reconstruction 
and to future world peace: 

“Europe has made startling 
progress over her situation of a 
year ago. But she still has tre- 
mendous problems in a shortage 
of manpower, technicians, trans- 
portation, building materials, fer- 
tilizer, coal and other things vital 
to agriculture and industry. 

“As a result there has grown up 
a trade practice which is absolute- 
ly contrary to the policy of the 
United States and which has vital 
bearing on the question of future 
world peace. The United States 
favors free trade which enables a 
business man anywhere in the 
world to buy and sell in any coun- 
try he chooses.

Even his thought processes, he 
believes, aren’t what they used to 
be — “one gets a little corroded 
after being away from it for so 
long.” He used to ride horseback 
a great deal, but he hasn’t been 
on a horse for a year — “I’ve been 
too busy and.confused.” being at 
the center of all this hubbub, he 
said, “is one of the worst things 
about making an atomic bomb.” 
Events of the past year, more- 
over, have not met his expecta- 
tions. 

“IT am disappointed,” he said. 
“Perhaps I was a fool, but I had 
thought this ultimate violence 
would discourage the use of any 
more violence.” 

In pre-bomb days Oppenheimer 
was little publicized outside of 
certain university circles. Col- 
leagues considered him one of the 
ablest men in the field of theo- 
retical physics, but there were 
drawbacks when Maj. Gen. Leslie 
R. Groves, Director of Manhattan 
District (the bomb project), con- 
sidered appointing him director of 
the laboratory which was to make 
the bomb, 

Oppenheimer was only 38, and 
he had never won a Nobel prize. 
He would have under him some 
of the elder, best established 
scientists in the world, and many 
Nobel men. But Groves saw that 
Oppenheimer had the gift of lead- 
ership. 

Superb Finesse. 

He handled his blue-ribbon 
stable of scientists with superb 
finesse, Considering the galaxy of 
prima donnas gathered with their 
families in the isolated mountain 
laboratory at Los Alamos, N. M.., 
there was amazing unity. 

The credit for producing the 
bomb, according to Oppenheimer, 
belongs entirely to the Los Alamos 
staff, His task, he says, was only

His father, 
a German who had emigrated to 
the United States when he was 
17, was a well-to-do textile im- 
porter. 

About the only youthful _precoci- 
ty which has come to light was 
his election to the New York 
Mineralogical Society at the age 
of 11. The next youngest member 
was about 64. He qualified through 
his collection of about 1000 rock 
specimens. 

He got interested in the atom 
at the Ethical Culture High School 
in New York City. He studied it 
all he could at Harvard universi- 
ty, where he got his A.B. In 
1925 he completed the four-year 
course in three years, graduating 
summa cum laude. 

His social life at Harvard ap- 
parently didn’t amount to much. 
He is not listed as a member of 
any clubs except Phi Beta Kappa, 
and few of his classmates seem 
to remember much about him, 

He studied at Cambridge univer- 
sity, England, got his Ph.D. at 
Gottingen, Germany, and held fel- 
lowships at Harvard, Leyden, Zur- 
ich and California Tech. In 1929 
he joined the faculties of Cali- 
fornia and Cal-Tech. 

He became noted for the high 
quality of students he produced, 
and he enjoyed spectacular popu- 
larity as a teacher. Some of his 
students would follow him on his 
migrations between the two insti- 
tutions.

He has a summer ranch house in 
the Pecos Valley, N.M.

He and his wife rode frequently 
at Los Alamos, to the consterna- 
tion of a tenderfoot FBI agent 
who had to accompany him every- 
where as a guard, Twice he and 
his wife made the two-day trip 
by horseback over the rugged 
mountains between Los Alamos 
and their ranch, the long-suffering 
FBI man following faithfully. 

“Oppy,” as one of his fond but 
irreverent colleagues expressed it, 
‘is a culture hound, Most physi- 
cists are just rough and ready 
laboratory fellows. But not Oppy.” 

He loves literature, art and 
music and seems to know much 
about them. He even wrote po- 
etry some years ago — austere 
pieces on the current problems of 
science—and published them, Only 
his closest friends dare recall the 
poems to him now. 

He reads Spanish, Italian, French, 
German, Dutch, Greek, Latin and 
Sanskrit fluently. He took up 
Sanskrit when he was 30. He had 
been reading a lot of Plato in the 
original Greek to get to the bot- 
tom of the “theory of personality, 
what a man is,” but Plato didn’t 
satisfy him. He took up Sanskrit 
because someone had told him the 
Hindus had a better answer, 

Oppenheimer speaks and writes 
in beautifully metered prose. His 
friends find him a charming com- 
panion, full of sharp, subtle hu- 
mor, warming those around him 
with his easy smile. 

He stalks and paces continually 
when he speaks, smoking inces- 
santly, jerking his cigarette out of 
his mouth almost violently when 
he wants to press a point. He has 
large, clear blue eyes and a mobile 
expressive face. 

He is slender and six feet tall 
but seems shorter because he 
stoops slightly. He wears pork pie 
hats and dresses more like a man 
of the world than a scholar, 

In 1942 his hair was dark, and 
he had a boyish look. Now his 
hair is iron gray, and in his face 
there are many tired lines.

“So you have the phenomenon 
of all trade in Europe’ being run 
by government.

“The average European country 
simply had to make bilateral 
trade agreements, Country A 
trades County B coal for dairy 
products etc. There was no other 
way of getting going because they 
had no foreign money to purchase 
in world markets. The important 
thing is that these bilateral agree- 
ments, which are contrary to the 
United States policy, are growing 
by leaps and bounds. 

“We want to see them brought 
to an end as soon as possibic, so 
we can free the channels of trade 
and give everybody an equal op- 
portunity in the world markets. 
If anybody wants to buy Swedish 
machines, he would not have to 
be told, ‘Sorry, but 25 per cent of 
our production goes to Russia for 
the next 10 years.’ 

“The proposed economic com- 
mission for Europe could help by 
allocating materials which are 
short. Those who get them today 
are those who can pay for them. 
Yet they may not need them half 
as much as a country which can- 
not afford them. Steel going to 
railroads in Belgium or Poland 
may mean a great deal in the life 
of Europe, whereas that steel go- 
ing to England may not push 
along the economy of Europe half 
as fast.” 

Not Posted on Each Other. 

Lubin characterized the bilateral 


trade agreements as one of the 
most crucial points in the eco- 
nomic set-up of Europe and its 
relation to long-run peace. The 
second crucial point, he said, was 
that all European countries had 
developed plans to expand their 
industries with an eye to selling 
more abroad, and that each coun- 
try was proceeding without any 
knowledge of what others were 
doing. 

“France, Belgium, Czechoslo- 
vakia, Poland, Italy and Great 
Britain were large prewar textile 
producers and had big export mar- 
kets in South America, China, In- 
dia and Egypt. All these Euro- 
pean countries. now plan to ex- 
pand their textile industries and 
sell much abroad. Buf South 
America, India, and Egypt have 
all expanded their own textile ins 
dustries and China expects to. 

“It is possible — though it will 
not necessarily hap pen — that 
these European countries ulti- 
mately may over-develop their 
textile industries and may not find 
the markets where they expect 
them. They may find themselves 
over-producing. In that case, they 
will start cutting prices, try to 
keep foreign textiles out of their 
own countries, start raising tariffs 
and start that spiral that causes 
economic troubles throughout the 
world, 

“Over-production leads to clos- 
ing factories and unemployment. 
Depression and poverty foster the 
discontent that is a fertile breed- 
ing ground for the germs of war. 
When people are hungry they will 
do a lot of things which they 
would not do if they were well off. 
“This is one of the chief reasons 
why we proposed the economic 
commission for Europe. Through 
it, the various countries could 
check up on all these plans so that 
Czechoslovakia, for instance, could 
know what Poland was doing and 
be guided accordingly. No attempt 
would be made to force a country 
to change its plans, but we believe 
it would have sufficient good 
judgment to do so, when it saw its 
own good threatened, 

“In this commission you would 
get something like the United 
States, It would have the elements 
of an economic federation, where- 
as the United States in a political 
federation, If only a substantial 
percentage of its plan were real- 
ized, it would be a tremendous 
step toward a United States of

WASHINGTON, Oct. 19 — Con- 
gressmen who fail to understand 
the complex problems that will 
come before them next session 
will not have the excuse that they 
were unable to obtain competent 
and impartial advice.

Even inside the complex central 
administration of the U.S.8.R. 
there are very few who know about 
still another secret inner core-~ 
somewhat similar to the Elders 
within the Politburo. It is called 
the Bureau of the Council of Min- 
isters. This bureau is made up of 
Stalin (President), Molotov (first 
deputy for Stalin), Mikoyan (sec- 
ond deputy for Stalin), Andreyev, 
Voroshilov, Kanganovich, Beria, 
Kosygin, and Voznesenski, all 
members or deputies of the Polit- 
The seven other deputies 
for Stalin bow to the irrevocable 
authority of the first nine. The 
sessions of the bureau are held in 
the Kremlin, in the private office 
of Stalin, Molotov, or Mikoyan, 
whichever is presiding. The seven 
lesser men are called in only when 
they are to be questioned about 
their own departments or minis- 
tries or examined on their person- 
al work. Even then their voices 
are only consultative; the de- 
cisions are the monopoly of the 
members of the Bureau of the 
Council, Sometimes “People’s” 
Ministers sit in the waiting room 
for hours, at night, waiting to be 
taken to the office. They are not 
allowed to enter until a secretary 
gives them permission to came in. 


These Ministers on such ¢c- 
casions are pitiful little cfeatures, 
quite different from the figures 
they cut in front of their own 
subordinates. They know that in 
the course of a single minute they 
can be destroyed by the Bureaw 
of the Council. Even the secre- 
taries in the luxurious waiting 
rooms, strewn with valuable rugs 
and remnants of Czarist furniture, 
feel infinitely more self-confident 
than the Ministers. At the same 
time thegofficial papers are put 
out formally as decrees of the 
Council of Ministers. From time to 
time the members of the bureau 
get up joint sessions with the 
Council of Ministers. But no 
Minister harbors any illusions, 
since he knows that the questions 
“to be decided” at such a joint 
session have already been resolved 
by the bureau, which is controlled 
by the Politburo, .

Autumn Colors Not 
As Bright as Usual

T seems certain now that this autumn’s display of colors 

on the Ozark hillsides will not be as brilliant nor of as long 

duration as‘is usual, We've had a spell of exceedingly dry 

weather without even a sign of the equinoctial rains that gen- 

erally come along in Sep- 

tember to start the blue- 

grass growing, green up the 

pastures and give the foli- 

age on the trees one last 

lease on life. Now in driv- 

ing to and from the farm 

we note that soon after the 

color reaches its peak, the 

foliage starts turning brown. 

Many trees — hickory, ash, 

elm, sycamore and maple— 

have already started to drop 

their leaves, so that at 

night, when the air is still, 

we hear a constant soft 

rustling as they float gently 

to the ground, But the oaks 

are still making a brave 

show. It should be of inter- 

est to Missourians that right 

now a complete survey of 

the timber resources of our 

state is being made by the United States Forest Service. This 

study is being carried on by 10 technicians under the super- 

vision of the Central States Forest Experiment Station. 

Through it we will learn much of the total area of timber 

remaining in the state, the present rates of growth and the 

drain on our forests from fire and cutting. Cooperating with 

the Experiment Station will be the staffs of the Clark and 

Mark Twain National Forests and that of the forestry divi- 

sion of our Conservation Commission under the leadership of 

State Forester George O. White, as well as the forest man- 

agement men of the large timber companies. It is particu- 

larly fitting that the survey should be made just at this time 

when Missouri! has passed a forestry bill which should result 
in a real reforestation program for the state.

@ IT 18 A BIT ASIDE FROM the subject of forestry, but of 
more than passing interest to tree lovers, that this year 
marks the 100th anniversary of the death of Johnny Apple- 
seed, that patron saint of the orchardists, who wandered across 
Ohio and Indiana in the early years of the last century, preach- 
ing odd bits of the teachings of Swedenborg and “The Church 
of the New Jerusalem.” Every school child hears something 
of the legend of Johnny Appleseed, but not everyone knows 
that he was a real person whose name was John Chapman, 
who was born in Massachusetts in 1774 and died in or near 
Fort Wayne, Ind., in 1846. According to the legend, Johnny 
roamed the countryside with a pack of apple seeds or switches 
which he planted along the roadsides, but the fact is that he 
performed a much more valuable service than this. 
* ® 
From Ohio to Dlinois, he planted nurseries, which 

were in some instances as large as 40 acres, and from 

these nurseries the farm of many a pioneer settler in 

the western country was stocked with fruit trees for 

an orchard.

@ IN HIS BOOK “PLEASANT VALLEY,” Louis Bromfield 
tells of his Great-Aunt Mattie, who was born in 1826 and 
claimed to have known Johnny Appleseed. This old aunt was 
80 when Bromfield first remembered her and had been blind 
for 50 years. Like many blind folk, she was a great story- 
teller and it is just possible that her tales in later years were 
memories of stories about Johnny which she had heard as a 
young girl, although there seems little doubt that he visited at 
her father’s farm. There, as wherever else he went, he would 
appear in his ragged, cast-off clothes and oftener than not 
bare-footed, regardless of the weather. He would not eat at 
the table of any settler, although the hospitality of families out 
on the edge of the wilderness made even eccentric Johnny wel- 
come, He would, instead, sit on the stoop with a bowl of 
bread and milk, watching the sunset. Thereafter he would 
‘perhaps read from some Swedenborgian book that he had about 
him, then lie on the floor or go off to the barn to sleep.

@ EVERYONE WHO HAS STUDIED the Johnny Appleseed 
legend agrees that this strange man was one of the greatest 
peacemakers between the early settlers of Ohio and Indiana 
and the Indians who still inhabited that region. The Indians 
looked upon him with awe and veneration—as do most prim- 
itive people on anyone who seems, as Johnny Appleseed did, 
kin to the trees and winds and birds and creatures of the for- 
est. There is a strange legend too, which Bromfield’s great- 
aunt used to tell, of Johnny Appleseed’s friendship with the 
“King of France.” She meant, of course, the Lost Dauphin, 
who is reputed for many years to have roamed the valleys of 
the Ohio country.

This man was known to the white settlers as 
Eleazar Williams and to the Indians and trappers of 
the region as Lazare. Whether or not he was, in fact, 
the lost heir to the throne of France and the son of 
Marie Antoinette will never be known, but that he was 
a contemporary of Johnny Appleseed and, like him, an 
eccentric who wa« tolerated and protected by Indians 
and settlers alike, there can be little doubt. 
‘+ * 
@ THERE IS AN INTERESTING letter which the poet, Vachel 
Lindsay, wrote to Louis Warren of Fort Wayne, who is an 
outstanding authority on Johnny Appleseed: “Please, my dear 
friend Warren, destroy forever the talk that Johnny Apple- 
seed was a myth; that he was a fanatic when every phase of 
his life can be paralleled in the life of William Penn, George 
Fox, Buddha or John the Baptist.” And Warren has done 
much to make the record clear regarding the “Patron Saint 
of the Orchards.” Just now, in St. Louis, there is a move- 
ment, sponsored by a society known as “The Tree Loving 
Group,” to commemorate Johnny Appleseed’s 100th anniversary 
with a special stamp—and it seems to me that this would be 
a fitting gesture. If you agree, I'll be glad to pass your com- 
ment along to this organization.

HRISTOPHER LYNCH looks 
C ie a young lumberjack, is 

five weeks out of Ireland and 
is the latest sensation of the radio 
waves. 

He is the new voice on the 
Voice of Firestone show and how 
he got there sounds like a fairy 
tale that even movie audiences 
wouldn't believe. 

The story—and it’s fact—starts 
in County Limerick, where his 
father breeds and trains horses, 
his mother takes an interest in 
amateur’ theatricals. 


A trio of benevolent leprechauns, 
in human guise and with ap- 
propriate names — O’Mara, Mc- 
Cormack, and O’Neil—soon ar- 
rived on the scene and started 
twisting the Lynch fateline. But 
let’s get on to the latest chapter 
in the story of this 25-year-old 
tenor, 

It took place last Monday, here 
in New York. The setting was 
NBC's big, two-tiered, 1200 seat 
Studio 8H, packed for the regular 
weekly broadcast of the Voice of 
Firestone, SRO signs were tacked 
on the doors, Standees lined the 
back walls, 

When the 50 members of How- 
ard Barlow’s orchestra filed on to 
the empty stage, there was a mut- 
tering in the jammed audience. 
The mutter swelled to a strong 
murmur, broke into wild applause 
when Lynch, a young Orson Welles 
in build, bulky and shambling, 
made his way to the mike. The 
woman beside me, who had con- 
fided she had come all the way 
from Buffalo that morning just 
to see Christopher, jerked for- 
ward: “Why, he’s got the map of 
Ireland on his face!” 

He opened with “Jeannie with 
the Light Brown Hair.” The au- 
dience hushed, drinking in his full 
tenor — honey-thinned with sau- 
terne, carillon-clear. When the or- 
chestra took over with some of the 
semi-classics that have been the 
Voice of Firestone’s hallmark its 
full 18 years on the air, the au- 
dience stirred. But it stilled into 
a dead silence each time the 
microphone went to Lynch. 


The applause at the program's 
end was deafening, all from the 
heart and all for Lynch. 


Perry Como, Frank Sinatra and 
Andy Russell won’t fear Lynch's 
competition. His female fans, and 
he’s gaining them at a rate that 
makes NBC gasp, aren’t bobby- 
soxers. You might call them the 
cotton-top nylon set—middle of 
age, middle of income, backbone- 
of-the-nation. Mén can, and do, 
go for him—what is more barber- 
shop male than an Irish tenor? 


Lynch is not fan conscious as 
yet. His light eyebrows, over pale 
blue eyes, went scaling up when 
they were mentioned. “Fans?” he 
said, “oh, admirers, I hope they 
like me!”

E had been breathless when 
H »- arrived in his box of a 
dressing room after’ the 
broadcast. While he was being 
introduced, he reached for a gray 
silk scarf and wrapped it close 
around his throat. “I’m still nerv- 
out,” he offered. “That mike— 
I shake like a leaf.” , 
A vital early chapter in this 
new Irish fable of the rapid rise 
of Christopher Lynch was his be- 
ing called to the attention of the 
late John McCormack.

banks of one of Stockholm’s 
many islands, lives the 88-year-old 
head of the house of Bernadotte. 
He is King Gustav the Fifth of 
Sweden, He is the “Mr. G.” of 
prewar French Riviera; he is “V- 
Gurra” to his people. The name 
is an affectionate one. 

Gurra is a nickname for Gus- 
tav. Because the king is Gustav 
V his people refer to him as V- 
Gurra. In this connection there 
is a story that is told perhaps 
more often by the King himself 
than any other. 

Some years ago. while attend- 
ing an important football match, 
the six foot, five inch, slender 
monarch stepped onto the field 
to shake hands with each player. 
There was dead silence as he 
walked up the ramp to his seat. 
Then, from a far corner of the 
field where the tough youth of 
Stockholm always gathered to 
cheer or heckle the players, a 
strong voice rang clearly across 
the stadium: 

“Oh, V-Gurra, you are a hell of 
a fine chap! You are the chap 
of all times!” 

The grand old man was as ex- 
citedly happy as a youngster with 
a new toy that evening during a 
party in the palace. His grand 
nephew, Lennart Bernadotte, who 
was there, told me: 

“He was delighted. He went to 
various guests and asked them, 
‘did you hear what that young 
man shouted? Wasn't it the finest 
thing?’” 

The sentiment expressed by the 
brash youth is one shared by all 
of Sweden. He is the beloved old 
man of Sweden. People are 
amazed at his vitality and ex- 
tremely proud of his alertness and 
wisdom. They would rather give 
up Swedish neutrality than the 
white-headed, benevolent King

tell of the people she’s seen, and 
the things that make her eyes 
bog out.” 

In all recorded time, there have

During the hunting season the 
elderly ruler gets up at 6 o'clock. 
He is led about on a horse now, 
but wher he was younger—8l 
years old or less—he tramped the 
forest all day in search of game, 
then returned late in the day to 
play bridge until midnight. He 
still plays bridge until midnight. 

He is admired for his alertness 
and wisdom. The tall monarch is 
said to never forget a face. He 
takes a keen interest in the wel- 
fare of his people. The King is 
listed in the telephone book, but 
he does have a private number 
attached to his chamber which he 
answers himself. Unfortunately it 
is very similar to the telephone 
number of a popular theater, so 
he often answers the ringing only 
to hear an inquiry for tickets to 
the evening’s performance. 

It is his great delight on these 
occasions to answer gravely: “We 
are sold out,” or “how many seats 
can I reserve for you:”

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ENERALLY speaking, Greek cooking isn’t anything to | 


G write home about, running pretty heavily to mutton fat and 

macaroni, But Greek restaurants—in Greece—are some- 

thing else again. Even the worst I ever encountered had a cer- 

tain air that would have 

been difficult to duplicate in 

St. Louls or Chicago. That 

one was in a narrow moun- 

tain pass, sort of holding on 

with one hand to a cliff that 

overhung the road. It was 

one mud-walled, mud-floored 

room which served as kitch- 

en, tap room and abattoir. 

It was occupied by a fresh 

slaughtered goat, the pro- 

prietor who habitually 

mopped his fingers in the 

primordial compound of 

greases impregnating his 

pants, and a couple of 

bushels of ripening grapes. 

The menu, he said, consisted 

of roast goat, brown bread 

and grapes — pronounced 

“stafeelia.” He spread a 

couple of sheets of Rizzo- 

pastis, the Communist daily, on the board trestles outside for 

linen. The trestles rested under an arbor of hay in a litter of 

flies and discarded goat bones. Half a dozen goat hides hang- 

ing from the poles shared olfactory honors with the three can- 

didates for slaughter tethered to the trestles. Having mastered 

Chinese sea slugs with some enjoyment, I claim a strong stom- 

ach. But, even skunk-eating hungry as I was, that was the 

only meal I ever couldn’t eat. Here in Athens restaurants are 

more effete, catering to the finicky worshippers of sanitation 

who come from the west. They lack some virtues of culinary 

artistry upon which Americans dote, but they make up for 
these with redoubled hospitality and pleasant surroundings. 
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You do not order from the menu in a Greek res- 
taurant, although one is available for the lazy. You 
march out to the kitchen Instead while the chef and 
his helpers turn away from their labors over the big 
iron range to assist you. For your inspection, choice 
and approval, they bring out arrays of fresh caught 
fish, three-pound lobsters, pork and lamb chops still 
uncut, tomatoes, onions, peppers and they uncover the 
steaming vats to let you inspect roasts and stews and 
more esoteric concoctions mysteriously compounded of 
rice, mutton, grape leaves and spices. 
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@ YOU MAKE YOUR CHOICE and depart for your table, at- 
tended by a waiter who plainly desires only your happiness 
and a sizable tip. The dinner you get may not be the best 
you've ever eaten, but you’ve never eaten more happily situ- 
ated or attended. Greek restaurants, in these mild months 
at least, are largely outside under the palms and olive trees 
and cloudlessly balmy skies. There’s no need for a roof in a 
‘Climate so agreeable that you know even when you awake in 
a shutter-darkened room that this will be another warm and 
rainless day, almost without wind. ‘You will, in fact, enjoy 
your dinner immensely—especially if you’re American and good 
and hungry by the proper Greek dining hour of 10 p.m. You'll 
enjoy it until you get the check, which will look like a com- 
putation of light-years ‘between here and the Pleiades. 


Bone Pee 


@ AN ATHENIAN SIDEWALK CAFE is one of the world’s 
greatest institutions. For allround comfort, sociability and for 
getting a lot of chores done at one time without effort, here's 
nothing like it anywhere else I've ever been. You are, let us say, 
up and stirring about 9 a.m. and facing a day which you know 
from bitter experience will consist largely of frustration. But 
since nothing official stirs in Greece until around 10 o’clock, 
you have an hour to wait before the frustrations begin. So 
you take one of the comfortable wicker chairs at a little 
marble-topped table out in the balmy sunshine and you bang 
your hands together and settle back to enjoy this unhurried 
hour of peace. A waiter appears and mutters what sounds 
like a Greek blessing (which may, of course, be really a 
curse) on your order for thick Turkish coffee, Shortly he re- 
appears carrying a tray with two glasses of water, the little 
silver pitcher in which the thick, sweet coffee was brewed and 
a tiny cup and saucer. I wish I knew why they always bring 
two glasses of water with coffee, He takes 700 drachma for 
the coffee and 200 more for a tip and goes away, having 
soaked you something like 16 cents. 
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You glance reflectively at your shoes and the idea 
has no more than occurred to you that they need pol- 
ishing, when a shoeshine boy is tugging importunately 
at your sleeve. With the languid helplessness of a lazy 
monarch, you allow him to hoist one of your dogs up 
on his portable shine box and go to work. You don’t 
have to pay any attention because you know he'll do 
a good job and will accept 500 dracks (about 10 cents) 
as good and sufficient pay for his services. Coffee and 
shoeshining, you reflect, are two of the very few things 
which may be had for a reasonable outlay in Greece. 
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@ THIS MAKES YOU RECALL that the rate of assessment 
for other commodities, such as meals, postage, telegrams and 
taxicabs to carry you to unfamiliar locations, is such that your 
supply of drachmas has almost vanished again. The singular 
ability of drachmas to disappear out of your pants pocket is 
something wonderful to behold, You reach for a cigarette and 
discover with annoyance that you're out of them, But no mat- 
ter. sA hawk-eyed street peddler a block away has seen the 
gesture, interpreted it correctly and within 10 seconds is at 
your elbow offering your choice of American, British or Greek 
cigarettes, all pretty good and fairly reasonable. You settle 
back to soak up the sunshine and watch the pretty girls bounc- 
ing past, thinking what a wonderful institution is the Greek 
sidewalk cafe and wishing—raher sadly—the rest of the day, 
for once, would turn out half as well. .

The City That Refused to Die | Fables 


Plans Under Way to Rebuild a Modern Coventry From Wreckage Left by Hitler’s Bombs

COVENTRY, England, Oct. 19. 
HIS is the city that refused to 
die. Hitler did his best to kill 
it off just six years ago. But 

today long strides have already 
been taken toward “de-Coventriz- 
ing” this historic place and only 
final approval is awaited to 
launch a $100,000,000 program for 
complete rebuilding of the town’s 
three-mile core. 

In two stages of five and 20 
years a glistening new Coventry of 
glass, stone and steel will rise 
from the bomb ruins in the heart 
of the ancient village where Lady 
Godiva once rode. 

What were once crooked cob- 
bled streets and overhanging top 
floors will give way to spacious 
office buildings, theaters, park- 
ways, colleges and sports cen- 
ters; to auto parks and a business 
section limited to pedestrians 

After scrapping what is left to- 
day right down to the ground, the 
entire central section of this city 
of 240,000 people will, within the 
estimated 20-year-limit, become a 
model of municipal planning 
owned entirely by the city and 
leased to those who use it. 

Coventry today is anything but 
its beautiful dream of the future, 
But its citizenry seems to have 
been infected by the revolution- 
ary changes to come. They pre- 
sent busy and cheery faces to the 
world unfound in many of Eng- 
land’s war-tired cities. 

At first glance it appears that 
the destruction of Coventry must 
have been exaggerated. Closer 
study discloses new roofs, win- 
dows and brickwork in a land 
where only the bombed-out can 
get materials; the _ business 
streets are jagged with shops be- 
hind makeshift fronts operating 
far back from the street where a 
bomb had struck and destroyed 
all but the present cubby-hole in 
the rear. 

One famed restaurant in which 
we ate is operating in one-third 
of its former space, and the dark 
oak paneling on the walls is deep- 
ly scarred by bomb splinters. 
Both of the town’s hotels went, 
but the bar of Queens Hotel was 
spared and still runs behind a 
common brick front, fifty feet 
from the sidewalk. There is no 
trace of the hotel that stood in 
front. 

Because Coventry was a vital 
war industry center where many 
of England’s trucks and airplanes 
were made, repair work was 
rushed despite all obstacles after 
call the 
“Big Blitz’ of Nov, 14, 1940. Ac- 
tually the town was bombed re- 
peatedly through the late sum- 
mer and fall of that year but se- 
curity regulations left it unidenti- 
fied except as a “town in the mid- 
lands.” 

Of the city’s 75,000 houses 65,000 
were damaged. About 50 per cent 
of the 75,000 light and heavy in- 
dustrial concerns were likewise 
damaged. Of the homes, 64,000 
have been repaired and are being

APPY SPRING was her name, 
Hare her freshness and youth 

were living expressions of her 
cognomen. She was one of the 
most famous geisha girls of Japan. 
Ten years have passed since I 
first met her, but today I’ve found 
her again, a shabbily dressed, 
hungry waif of war. 

This Japanese maiden was as 
sweet as a lovely gardenia, and as 
nearly a true lady as anyone I 
have ever known. The death of 
her father and family financial 
reverses sent her into the work, 
then honorable in Japan. She had 
to support her mother and grand- 
mother, and she was considered 
lucky to be allowed to enter the 
profession. 

The geisha girl system developed 
in Japan from the fact that the 
average wife here was virtually 
nothing but a servant in her own 
home. She did not sit with guests 
and never went to public places. 
She did not know of her husband's 
business or finances, and was not 
supposed to take an intelligent in- 
terest in his affairs. Therefore 
the Japanese man found his com- 
pany in the geisha houses, which 
were glorified tea houses, and paid 
well for the privilege of having 
the company of these highly 
trained hostesses. 
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I met Happy Spring the first 
time at an exquisite tea house, 
playing hostess to a millionaire, 
and was intrigued by this obvious 
gentlewoman as a member of a 
profession I did not then under- 
stand. Like most Americans, I 
had always thought that geishas 
were only prostitutes. It was not 
until later I came to know the 
true place they played in the 
Japanese scheme of things. The 
next day Happy Spring came to 
see me at the Imperial Hotel with 
a gift of Japanese dolls. In turn 
I invited her to tea, and we be- 
came good friends. 

The fact that Happy Spring 
was the only geisha allowed to 
enter the Imperial began to 
take on meaning as the days 
passed, and I knew that she must 
be a very special person, She was 
a member of the Shimbashi geisha 
girls, the highest class group. In 
pre-war days a_ geisha often 
earned as much as 1000 yen a 
month, while most salaried work- 
ers received 100 yen. Much of 
her fees went back to the syndi- 
cate which owned her, To become 
a famous geisha was comparable 
to becoming a top star in Holly- 
wood, and was considered an ex- 
citing glamourous occupation. 

Always Happy Spring remained

occupied. The other 1000 are ir- 
reparable and have been left to 
the weeds or the rubble hidden 
from passing view behind neat 
brick walls.

But due 
to determination that crystallized 
overnight and by use of numerous 
shadow factories, war production 
actually climbed the week after 
the attack. 

Donald Gibson, the architect to 
whom the big repair and even 
bigger rebuilding job has fallen, 
said that the weeks of smaller 
intermittent attack had worn the 
people to a low ebb.

In one morning he bought $80,000 
worth of tarpaulin to cover the 
roofless houses and other build- 
ings, to erect communal shelters 
and feeding stations, It took $16,-

Coventry is celebrating its 600th 
anniversary as a chartered city 
this year. It was England’s third 
largest in 1345 and remains the 
country’s “Detroit” today. Ninety 
per cent of all English automo- 
biles are made here. 

There is still the piquant flavor 
of antiquity left to much of the 
city still standing. But there is 
also the noise, hurry and heavy 
traffic of a modern industrial 
center, Above the buried ruins of 
the demolished abbey stands a 
Shakespearish sort of house with 
its roof sagging like the toothless 
cheeks of age. On the ground floor 
in the corner site is a chemist’s 
shop or drug store, the windows 
of which are plastered with signs

With O'Neill's ‘lceman’ 
By George Jean Nathan 
J cesunatet: With the appearance of Eugene O’Neill’s long- 
awaited “The Iceman Cometh,” our theater becomes dramatically 
alive again. It makes most of the plays of his fellow American play- 
wrights produced during the 12-year period of his absence look like so 
much wet tissue paper, In it there is revealed an understanding of 
the deeper facets of human nature, a sweeping comprehension of the 
confused instincts that make up the life of mortals, and an evocation 
of pity for the tortured existence of dazed mankind that not merely 
most but all of those plays in combination have not faintly suggested. 
It is, in short, one of the best of its author’s works and one that 
again firmly secures his position not only as the first of American 
dramatists but, with Shaw and O’Casey, one of the three really dis- 
tinguished among the world’s living dramatists. : 

These, I appreciate, are big words and probably contribute to 
the suspicion that their inditer has foregone his old teetotalism. They 
are also doubtless obnoxious and challenging to such persons as either 
resent what seems to be extravagant praise at the expense of other 
playwrights or are constitutionally averse to superlatives of any kind 
and are ready to throw off their coats if anyone has the gall to say, 
for example, that Bach was the greatest composer who ever lived or 


that horseradish sauce is the best of all things to go with boiled beef. 
But the words, I believe, are in good order.

LAYING HOLD OF AN ASSORTMENT of social outcasts quar- 
tered in a disreputable saloon on the fringe of New York in the year 
1912 and introducing into their drunken semblance of contentful hope 
an allergy in the shape of a philosophical traveling salesman, O’Neill 
distills from them, slowly but inexorably, the tragedy that is death in 
life. Remotely at times suggesting Gorki’s “The Lower Depths,” the 
play, with its author’s uncommon dramaturgical skill, gradually 
weaves its various vagrant threads into a solid thematic pattern and 
in the end achieves a purge and mood of compassion that mark it 
apart from the bulk of contemporary drama,

THERE ARE REPETITIONS in the middle sections which O’Neill 
has deemed necessary to the impact of the play but which in this 
opinion might be got rid of with small loss. There is also still an 
excess of profanity, for all the author’s liberal cutting, that sometimes 
becomes disturbing to any ear that gags at such overemphasis. And 
since the uncut version of “Hamlet,” which is a good play too, can be 
played in its entirety in little more than three hours, the long running 
time of “The Iceman Cometh”—it consumes four and a quarter hours 
in all—may seem to some to be a bit superfluous. But no matter.

WITH A FEW NIMBLE STROKES, O'Neill pictures vividly the 
innards of even the least of his variegated characters, from the one- 
time circus man to the one-time police lieutenant, from the quondam 
boss of a Negro gambling den to the erstwhile Boer War correspondent, 
and from the night and the day bartenders and the wreck of a college 
graduate to the former editor of Anarchist magazines and the old 
captain once in the British armed services.

VOLUNTARY program by flying schools of moving take-off and

outlying airports has reduced the number of plane movements 
there per day by about half, and has aided materially in clearing 
traffic congestion, John B. Randolph, field manager, said yesterday. 


Six operators of flying schools 
based at Lambert-St. Louis Field 
have completed negotiations for 
use of other airports for landing 
practice. Instead of doing all work 
from the municipal] airport, they 
now have their students report 
there and fly them to the outly- 
ing fields for their work. 

Randolph estimated that the six 
schools, using an average of 30 
planes daily, have reduced the 
number of landinis at Lambert-St. 


News.| Louis Field by at least 850 daily 


through the change in procedure. 
Formerly, Randolph said, the daily 
number of landings ranged from 
1600 to 2000. 

Four of the schools, Brayton Fly- 
ing Service, Baalmann School of 
Aeronautics, Mississippi Valley 
School of Aeronautics and Univer- 
sal Flight School, are now using 
Private Flyers Airport, north of 
St. Charles, for their practice 
work. The other two, Remmert-

TALY’S young republic has been struggling with 
an inherited major unemployment problem— 
2,900,000 jobless—since it was born last June. 

Labor disorders have been frequent. 

The disorders reached a dangerous peak re- 
cently when more than 20,000 workers surged into 
Viminale Palace, seat of government in Rome, bat- 
tled soldiers and police for three and a half hours 
before giving way. Dead were officially put at two— 
other reports set the figure as highas 15. Nearly 150 
persons, including about 30 policemen, were injured. 

Trouble started when Government announced 
impending layoff of thousands employed at a pub- 
lic works project in Rome. Affected workers started 
a demonstration, were joined by thousands of other 
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workers, homeless war veterans, refugees from a 
nearby camp. They pushed their way into palace, 
broke furniture and windows—some reached office 
of Premier Alcide de Gasperi. 

Police finally cleared palace entrances; then 
an armored police car opened fire. In ensuing 
general fighting the workers pulled police from 
their horses, some seized weapons and turned them 
on Government's forces. Others tore branches from 
trees for clubs, threw stones. : 

The riot sharply emphasized Italy's precarious 
internal conditions. Government accused monarch- 
ists—who in June lost to republic by only 2,000,000 
votes—and Fascists of fomenting disorders, trying 
to discredit republic.

NE of the most spectacular celestial displays in his- 
tory occurred October 8, 9 and 10 when countless 
meteors from the fiery tail of the Giacobini-Zinner 

comet shot across the northwest sky. The comet itself had 
sped past earth nine days previously at a distance of 24 
million miles, fairly close by astronomical reckoning. 

The comet's tail came within 131,000 miles of the earth, 

half the distance to the moon. The meteors, popularly 
known as shooting stars, became visible to the naked eye 


when they entered the earth’s upper atmosphere at a ve- 
locity of 14 miles a second and burned themselves out by 


friction. ‘The display was visible only in isolated spots in 
the Unjted States because of cloudy weather. 
The Giacobini-Zinner comet, discovered in 1900, circles 


the sun every six years and 212 days. Its 1933 visitation 
resulted in a brilliant meteor shower in Europe, caused 


considerable superstitious fear.

ETROLEUM experts have been exploring thousands 
of square miles of Atlantic Ocean floor in the north- 
west Bahanta Islands for signs of oil-bearing rock 

and sand formations. The project, conducted by the 
Standard Oil Company, is one phase of extensive under- 
water oil prospecting centering on those British 
possessions. 

The oil-hunting expedition travels in the Stanba, a 
112-foot ship carrying a diving chamber, a gravity me- 
ter, and radar equipment. Radar is used for accurately 
plotting sites for underwater tests. The Stanba’s party 
of 20 men remain at sea six weeks, then return to their 
camp on West End Island for a rest. If oil is found in 
the submerged banks, extending tq within 60 miles of 
Florida, above-water rigs will be set up for drilling. 

Seven oil companies, including five of the world’s 
largest, have received concessions from the Bahaman 
Government to drill for oil in specified areas on the 
islands and offshore banks. The search has aroused 
considerable interest because of the world’s war-reduced 
oil reserves.
